It is 
reasonable to assume that, despite 
unfavorable exchange rates, high 
steamship tariffs and other wn- 
toward factors, an immigration of 
between 1,500,000 and 2,000,000 


would have entered the United 
States during each of the = two 
years if the 3 per cent w had 


not barred the way. 

“If the 3 per cent law ts per- 
mitted to expire, and if no other 
legisiation is enacted the move- 
ment to our shores of the largest 
migration of people in the history 
of the world may be expected to 
begin July 1, 1924. The exclusion 
clauses of the act of February 5, 
1917, will be powerless. 

“Such a situation should not be 
permitted to arise. The country 
demands the restriction of tmmi- 
gration. The public demand is 
not only for restriction, but for 
more rigid and more effective re- 
striction than that imposed 4a. 
present.”

House Committee Cuts 
‘Budget $4, 453,000 


Total is $23, 024 Less Than 
Granted Year Ago 


Opposed to 
Increased Building 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9%.—The) 
annual naval appropriation bill, | 
carrying, %$271,.942,867, of which | 
$30,000,000 would be available. 
for completing more than.a score 
of vessels now under con ction, 
was reported today by the House. 
Appropriations Committee. The’ 
total is $4,458,000 less than 
budget estimates, and $23,024 less 
than the amount allotted the 
Navy by Congress a year ago. 

The bill provides $117,000,000 
for pay, enough to keep the Navy 
at its present strength of 6469 of-' 
ficers and 066,000 enlisted 
during the fiscal year beginning | 
July 1 next. 

Provision also is made for 1002 
officere and 19,500 enlisted men in 
the Marine Corps—the present 
strength. 

For aviation the bill carries 
614,690,000, or $657,174 less than 
last year's appropriation. The 
committee explained that it had 
slashed $410,000 from the budget 
estimate for aviation on account 
of a developmerit program recom- 
mended at Pearl Harbor, Hawail, 
and Coco Bolo, Canal Zone, which 
have not been authorized by law. 
Commenting on the pronosed polar 
exploration trip of the dirigible 
Shenandoah next summer, the re- 
port said actual expenses over 
normal operating costs would ap- 
proximate $183,000, and that since 
most of this amount would met 
with current appropriations) the 
committee had not seen fit ro aime 
fere in any way in regard to 
for the expedition. 


POWER LACKING 


As to new ship construction, the 
committee sald it was without pow- 
er to authorize expenditures for 
vessels not yet sanctioned by Con- 
gress, but cited information it had 
obtained to the effect that the 
Navy Department is committed to 
appoint a committee for building 
types permissible under the Wash- 
ington Arms Conference Treaty, 
with which the modernizing pro- 
gram already under way, would in- 
volve expenditure of approximately 
$35,000,000 for the next ten years.

On the strength of last season's 
ce, Murchison, now com- 
peting under the Newark A. C. 
colors, would unquestionably be 
entitled to a certain place on the 
team for he won over all of the 
best known Eastern and Middle 
Western sprinters in events rang- 
ing from the shortest ‘ indoor 
sprints to the 300-yard event and 
won by a sufficient margin and 
with a like amount of poise to 
clearly establish his ability to hold 
his own in any company. 


In spite of the fact that he has) 


competed over a long period of 
years, apparently he has lost 
nothing by his sustained compe- 
tition. Edward, who won over 
him in the last Olympics, has in 
the meantime—he competed 
summer in New York—slumped to 
a degree that seemingly lets him 
out as a foreign competitor. Dur- 
ing the same period of competi- 
tion, Kirksey also has lost a large 
per cent of his former speed and 
Scholz has only appeared in in- 
door competition. In this branch 
of sprinting he still shows much 
of his old-time form although his 
former team-mate, Muchison has 
beaten him on every occasion. 
Barring a sensational comeback— 
and it must be admitted that Mur- 
chison staged one himeecif, for his 
1922 season was a fiasco—it would 
appear as though both Scholz and 
Kirksey were out of it. 
IN CLASS ALONE 

Paddock, by virtue of his per- 
formances last season, is still in « 
class by himeelf, as he seems to 
possess, to an unexpected degree, 
the ability to go out and win un- 
der all condition. His physical 
ability cannot be questioned and 
there can be no doubt as to his 
fitness to defend his title. Whether 
or not his recent injury will be 
a handicap, can only be deter- 
mined by his next appearance. 
Granting that he will find a way 
to iron out his difficulties with the 
national body, it follows that 
America must largely depend up- 
on the services of these two vet- 
erans. 


Le ‘s failure to repeat at 
the last Intercollegiate In no way 
lessens his value as a sprinter, for 
in previous collegiate meets an 
in the 1922 nationals he proved 
himeelf to be a sprinter of excep- 
tional ability. It is probable that 
his single failure to show to ad- 
vantage was due to an overdose of 
competition and with this expe- 
rience behind him it seems feasible 
to suppose that he will make a 
strong and successful bid for one 
of the two events. In certain re- 
spects he seems to show to better 
advantage in the furlong, but in 
either race he displays a vaiuable 
versallity and much natural 
ability. 

Lever, the 1923 Intercollegiate 
champion, showed his wares in the 
last collegiate season by winning 
both the indoor and outdoor short 
sprint. This season, in indoor com- 
petition, he has shown much of his 
last season's form. A continuance 
of this latent ability—his best sea- 
son being his last year of collegiate 
com petition—will probably insure 
the American team of a valuable 
man in the 100-meters event or in 
one of the sprint relays.

Balloon Cords 


BALLOON Cords need a clear, frank presenta- 
tion to the public. 

The apparent novelty and promise of these tires

Many are doubtless wondering how they will 
affect their cars and are confused regarding the 
two distinct types of balloon cords that are being 


Among tire makers and car makers the position 


. of the balloon cord is well understood. 


The three principles undeflying it—oversize, 
light flexible body, and low pressure inflation — 
have long been known to tire manufacturers, and 
employed by them. 

Oversizing is an old story in standard size tires. 

The essential difference between standard and 
balloon cords is lower air pressure, and lighter 


construction. 


Where the standard cord carries from 60 to 65 
pounds air pressure, sometimes higher, the balloon 
cord is inflated at from 20 to 40 pounds. In fact, 
they must always carry these low pressures to 
function with safety. 

Where the number of plies in a large size stand- 
ard cord is six, or eight, the balloon cord has but 


four.

The principle of the balloon cord tire is this: 

Generally speaking, that portion of the tread 
which rests on the road (the contact area) ex- 
pressed in square inches, will if multiplied by the 
pounds of air pressure inside the tire, give approxi- 
mately the weight of the load the tire is carrying. 

Following out this principle, if a 1000 pound 
load is to be carried on a regular standard cord, 
and only 20 square inches of contact with the 
ground is obtainable on account of the limit of 
the “‘give’’ (vertical deflection) of the tire, an 
air pressure of 50 pounds per square inch is needed 
to carry the load. | | 

On the other hand, if the area of road contact 
can be increased without exceeding the proper 
degree of vertical deflection, much less air pres- 
sure is required insjde the tire. 

For instance, if the area of road contact is 


Increased from 20 to 40 square inches, an air 


pressure of 25 pounds to the square inch will carry 
the 1000 pound load. , 

On account of greater sectional diameter, and 
more ‘‘give’’ in the tire, the balloon. cord pro- 
vides a greater area of road contact than the 


standard cord, hence it can carry the same load 


Thus a comparison of the balloon cord and 
standard cord resolves itself to a question of 
low-air pressure, or high-air pressure. 

Each has well known virtues. Tire engineers

Our local Juventie Court calen- 
der is crowded. On @ recent date 
hearings were held all day until 
6 o'clock in the even tm an ef- 
fort to clear the accumulated cases. 
Every thoughtful man engaged in 
correctional work asks the very 
natural nm: What is the cause 
of all this juvenile delinquency and 
what is the remedy? 

Before outlining the causes of 
delinquency let us consider for a 
moment the child himeelf. It can- 
hot be denied that a cértain por- 
tion of those who stray from the 
pathway of right are classified as 
feeble-minded or psychopathic. 

The feet/iie-minded child is one 
whose mind has not developed with 

. He be 16 years of age 
¢ ologically with the mentality 
of a 10-year-old child. 

The psychopathic child may be 
feeble-minded or normal as re- 
wards his intelligence and his de- 


the | fect consists in the abnormal func- 


tioning of his mind rather than in 
the retarded development of the 
same. He may learn more quickly 
than his companions but his con- 
duct will at times be difficult to ex- 


plain 
MIND IS RUDDER 

The mind may be compared to 
a rudder because it steers our 
course th life. Man differs 
from the lowér animals in this, that 
the instinct and impulses of his 
nature are to be guided and held 
in check by reason. Whatever 
weakens his reasoning power in- 
terferes with his control of hie 
lower nature. Man rises to nobility 
of soul and strength of character 
the practice of self-mastery. 
He avotds the pitfatle of life by 
self-control. Feeblie-minded and 
psychopathic children bei weak 
in that faculty which should guide 
and guard them, oftentimes lose 
their way in the jeurney of life. 
We must rémen®=, however. 
that feeble-mindedness and psy- 
chopathy may impair reason with- 
out destroying It and therefore we 
cannot agree with those who seem 
to feel that such children cannot 
be held reaponsible for their acta. 
There are degrees of responsMlity. 
We have said that the citizen of 
tomorrow will be good of bad ac- 
cording to the mold with which we 
form and fashion him today. In 
the process of molding and form- 
ing theré is a factor which some of 
us today have a tendency to neg- 
lect; namely, the faculty of free 
will on the part of the child. We 
all know what the mechanic in a 
rage does when a car Wreaks 
own. He overhauls the engine. 
He may find faulty construction or 
it may be that there was lack of 
care or heavy work which the en- 
gine could not stand and it broke 
down. But we never blame the 
engine, because it is only a ma- 


chine. 
CAUSE Is soudHT 

on a child goes wrong we 
give him a complete overhauling, 
mentally, physically and socially, 
and some there are who conceive 
of moral breakdown in terms of a 
broken machine and they seek the 
cause of the trouble in faulty brain 
structure, in abnormal function- 
ing of the mind, in heredity, in 
uncontrolled primitive inaetinct, tn 
a mental state Or complex or any- 
thing at all excepting the free wil! 
of the child. They approach the 
problem with toole In hand as a 
mechanic would and they disregard 
entirely that supreme element in 
human  tife—responsibility. The 
will is a thing Intangible and elu- 
sive and tt cannot be entirely 
curbed or molded or fashioned by 
hand of man. We do not mean to 
say that every juvenile delinquent 
is entirely or even in part re- 
sponsible for his actions. Feeble- 
mindedness, physical swt/normality 
and moral weakness are certainly 
conducive to crime in the youth and 
adult and generally speaking the

Entire responsibil- 
ity, however is lacking only when 
the use of reason is gone. 

It has been th® fashion of late 
years to consider most juvenile 
delinquents as mental defectives. 
A saner view is now in vogue 
which places about 26 per cent of 
them in the category of defectives. 

Of these there are many who are 

high grades and borderiines hav- 
ing a certain amount of réasoning 
power, Thess who must be con- 
ceded as no rea- 
soning power be comparatively 
w. 
If the above be true, and we 
cannot consider the child as a ma- 
chine but must in many cases hold 
him entirely or in part responsible 
for his personal conduct, shall we 
lay at the door of youth a large 
responsibility for the reeard of 
juvenile delinquency which today 
we view with alarm? 


PARENTS TO BLAME 

Absolutely not! We place the re- 
sponsibility in the first inetance 
upon the parent and then upot 
society. The great univeréal cause 
of juventie delinquehty is lack of 
proper parental supervision with 
consequent lack of moral training. 


ents. They are the ones who have 


broken down and the fall of the: 


child is subsequent and consequent 
to theirs. It le very rare that a 
child of good wholesome parents 
becomes delinquent. 

In the case of defective children. 
admitting the difficulty eof the 
probierm, we feel that careful train- 


ing, discipline and. supervision on | 


the part of the parent would often 
save the child from delinquency. 
But the ativence of parental care 
and supervision, whether it be in 
a broken home, is @ negative thi 
We must find some positive 
immediate cause which breaks 
down the morale of the child, some 
condition which sets in because 
the parent is not watchful. 

The cheap public dance hall is 
a very and ever-present danger 
to our youth. Companions are 
icked up there ard associations 

ed which have swift, deadly 

and laméntable effects. Automobile 
riding. especially at night. is a 
very effective cause of delinquency. 
The boy who hasn't a car can 
easily pick one up which is one 
more way of going to jail. 


RESORTS ARE RAPPED 

Our beach resorts are sending 
their share of young péople to 
Juvenile Hall and the jails. A cer- 
tain freedom of attire and of ¢on- 
duct there frequently overcomes 
what little will power the youth 
may have and every often proves 
to be the reef on which young lives 
are wrecked. 

Among young girls present-day 
to be 
sophisticated and quite blase. They 
like te boast of their adventures, 
in fact, if such there be, and in 
fiction if they must conjure up a 
past for the edification of their 
companions. 

In our Girl's Correctional De- 
partment two-thirds of the cases 
are from the immigrant popula- 
tion, principally Mexicans. In 
great number of instances we dis- 
cover them before it is too fate and 
by placing these girls either in our 
inatitutions or in sthool homes as 
“mothers helpers” we save them 
to society. 


THEFTS ALARMING 

Among the boys and young men 
aout 60 per cent are Americans. 
The average age among the boys Is 
decreasing. Three years ago it ran 
from 17 to 18; it is now from 15 
to 17. Automobile thefts have de- 
veloped at an alarming rate. 
Among the Mexican boys who form 
about 30 per cent of our cases the 
charge is generally petty larceny: 
among the Americans it ts grand 
larceny and burglary. We recent- 
ly had on our lists three boys who 
had stolen six automobiles in three 
weeks and their ages ranged from 
13 to 14% years. 

The American boy often takes 
his probation with the attitude that 
he has put something over on the 
judge. The Mexican boy is more 
serious: we had only three Mexi- 
can bogs returned to court last 


The cheap Yodging houses of 
Main street have become even 
more uneafe, if possible, than they 
were six months ago. They are now 
in the hands of Japanese owners 
whe when questioned about their 
lodgers act like sphinxes. In this 
district Mexican beys are some- 
times used by narcotic peddlers as 
“mules” or carriers between the 
dope vender and the addict. 

Not only has the parent been 
neglectful of the child of today 
but society in general has failed in 
its duty to the rising generation. 


CHANGES NEEDED 


In academic training it is only 
recently that we have realized that 
we must adapt the schoo] to the 
child, to his intelligence, te his 
poesfMilities, to his talents. We 
have tried to force an education 
inte a child when it did not fit. 

The moral training which we of- 
fer the child today leaves much to 
be desired. Fiven the mental de- 
fective is in many cases capable of 
being taught a higher standard 
than that set by society In this 
country. 

We are teaching our children to- 
day not to do anything which ts 
anti-social, against or destructive 
of society. They are to observe 
the rules, custonmyv and usages of 
society. In other words convention 
ie the standard of our morality 
today. This in plain Enetish 
means that “if everybody's doing it 
it’s all right!” Any form of Chris-

NO MORAL CODE 

What a striking resembiance be- 
tween the ethical culture of Pagan- 
ism and ours teday! We teach our 
children to be good members of 
the tribe, to observe the conven- 
tions of society, to emulate the vir- 
tues of their elders. But if society 
be rotten at the core and if the 
elders of the people tn public office 
and private life be scoundrels, what | 
of the child? 

We are not teaching our children 
an authoritative mora] code. The 
rules and customs of society are too 
unstable, too changing, too weak 
and low. Is there not a God who 
from the lightning-of Sinai thun- 
dered forth unto men ten immortal 
Why hold aloft as the astand- 
ard of morality the sins of society 
when a God has taught us how te 
live? The sooner we teach our chil- 
dren the Ten Commandments the 
sooner the proiem of delinquency 
will be solved. 

Last year several thousand chil- 
dren of this community were 
taken to Juvenile Hall and the 
Juvenile Court. The Bureau of 
Catholic Charities in its .correc- 
tional department alone handled 
760 caves of various races and 
creeds. Should not a knowledge 
of this fact bring to our people a 
sense of their responsibility In this 
matter? It is a fine thing to care 
for a child when he has gone 
wrong but it ig a finer thing to 
keep him by preventive work from 
going wrong. 

PREVENTION WORK 

Tn addition to the 769 cases 
handied in the correctional de- 
partment of the Bureau of Catholic 
Charities we placed tiast year 
through our child welfare de- 
partment 658 children. These chil-

The three most common ailver 
standards are 835, 900 and 925, 
the latter called sterling stlver. 
Our country, France. Germany, 
Japan, Russia, Sweden and others, 
use tne %$00-perts-gold-and-100- 
parts-copper purity; while Eng- 
land, India, Portugal, Brazil, Tur- 
key and others issue their gold 
coin upon the 22-carat basis (916 
8-3 fine). Probably the purest 
coin of modern times is the Aus- 
trian gold ducat which assays 986 
fine. It is generally accepted that 
a fineness of from 835 to $25 is 
best for coinage purposes. with 
pure copper as alloying element 


coins of these purities hold 74 
color well and resist abrasion suf- 
ficiently to make it a most sat- 
isfactory circulating medium.

There was a belief that birds 
chose their mates in mid-February 
by greeting them with songs of 
love and that on this day, also, 
love blossomed in all young hearts, 
Therefore February 14 was given 
over to flowers, laughter, dancing 
and music, and Roman youths vis- 
ited their temples where from « 
box wondrously carved they each 


maiden. The young lady thus 
chosen was to receive henceforth 
the favors of the youth so choos- 
ing her, and one can imagine her 
curiosity and excitement as she 
awaited the discovery of her lover's 
identity. 4 

As years passed St. Valentine be- 
came the patron saint of lovers; 
because his name was declared to 
have come from galatin, which 
means a gallant or a lover. 
ood saint suffered martyrdom 
ebruary 14, 270, and after his 
death the names of sainted womes 
were substituted for yearly drawe- 
ing in the churches by Christian 
youths. The saint which wag #0 
chosen was to be the patron saint 
of the coming year. 
But this custom, too, died away 
and sweethearts were again se- 
lected in the same old manner. 
After the drawing, gifts were dis- 
patched to the fair maidens, that 
they might judge eof the station of 
their gallants. Flowers, silk and 
jewelry were the presents given by 
young men of high degree. The

Blaine, William B. Allison, Thad- 

Geus Stevens, “Sunset” Cox, Igna- 
—tius Donuelly, James A. Garfield, 
Samuel J. Randall, Holman, Voor- 
heés, Morrill and others nearly as 
well known. Many other leading 
statesmen, such as Simon Cam- 
eron, Roscoe Conkling, Bdmunds, 
Morton, Sherman and Suraner, and 
prominent figures with whom he 
sat in the United States Senate of 
the Fortieth Congress, have like- 
wise gone over the long trail. Sen- 
ators Colfax, Bayard, Fessenden, 
Hamlin, Schurz and the outstand- 
ing statesmen the Forty-first 
Congress, and Logan and Stewart, 
their conspicuous colleagues 


also long since joined the silent 
majority.. Senater Cole alone re- 
mains, clear of brain, bright of eye, 
firm of step, the last link connect- 
ing the then and the now. 

RECALIS LAST MEETING 

Vividly he 
events of those days as if it were 
but yesterday that he was confer- 
ring with President Lincoln, mem- 
bers of the Cabinet and Congress 
on the momentous questions of the 
hour, or informally talking over 
with the President himself the 
problems of peace as well as of 
war. Senator Cole distinctly recol- 
lects his last meeting with Presi- 
dent Lincoln on the. afternoon of 
the day that was to be the last of 
the President's on earth—+hat fatal 
April 14, the day of the cruel as- 
safsination—the day that threw the 
world into mourning. 

“Il was just departing on the 
return trip to my home in Cali- 
fornia,” sald Senator Cole, “and 
took occasion during the afternoon 
to drop in on President Lincoln at 
the White House and bid him good- 
by. He was.in an unusually happy 
frame of mind, just beginning to 
realise thet the awful war was 
over—that the slaughter and car- 
nage had ended and that at last 
peace had come. He evidently had 
no premonition of the fate that 
was in store for him-—that in a 
few short hours he would be laid 
low by the assassin’s bullet. The 
President asked me many questions 
about California, concerning which 
‘State he always expressed deep 
interest, saying he hoped that he 
might be able to visit the State 
at some time in the near future. 
He fervently heid my hand in both 
of his and wished me a safe and 
Pleasant journey home. That was 
the last time I saw him alive. A 
news of the tragedy reaching me 
before I had weil started on my 
way called me back to the Capit»! 
and delayed my trip to the West.” 

NO THOUGHT OF DANGER 

At is the belief of Senator Cole 
that never at any time did Presi- 
Gent Lincoln entertain a fear that 
hie life was in danger. The Sena- 
tor recalls an incident to illus- 
trate hi ground for this belief. So 
. far as he knows, he was the only 
member of Congress in Washington 
op the day that Gen. Early's plan to 
capture the Capital was frifstrated.

FIRST TRIP TO NEW YORE 


Memorable was his first trip to 


New York City in 1846, when he 
traveled by horse-drawn packet- 
boat. His first active participa- 
tion in polit was in 1848, when 
he supported Van Buren for Presi- 
dent. Then came the excitement 
following the discovery of gold in 
California, and on February 12, 
1849, he started for the fic 
Coast, traveling as far as Pi z 
by sleigh and from there do 

St. Louis by water. Then foil 

the trip across country by ox team, 
meeting Brigham Young at Sak 
Lake City and arriving at Sutter's 
Fort in July. 

The Senator saw the fifst pony 
express arrive at San Francisco in 
1860. Three years later he mace 
a trip to the Atlantic Coast by way 
of the Isthmus of Panama. On the 
occasion of that visit he went to 
Washington, and after seeing Con- 
greas in action, wrote home: 

“Our great men are few and far 
between. I saw Burnside and was 
satisfied of his incompetency to 
command the Army. He is notice- 
able for the smallness of his head. 
It is strange that our President and 
others have so little conception of 
character. Lincoln is a good-na- 
tured westerner. Most of the tim- 
ber in our political fabric is soft 
wood,” 


DISCOVERED ERROR 

“I didn’t have to live long,” said 
Senator Colé, “to see that my first 
impressions of Lincoln and Burn- 
side were erroneous.” 

it was in 1863 that the Sdhator 
croeged the continent by , and 
subsequently he made the journey 
many times by stage and rail. He 
no doubt had the ox team and 
stage tripd in mind when, in reply 
to the question, “What, in your 
is the world’s greatest 
achievement in the span of your 
life?” he answered, quick as a 
flash:

UNITY DOUBLE PROBLEM 

“Our problem of unity is twv- 
fold,” President Cosgrave con- 
tinued thoughtfully. “First, unity 
between the Free State and the 
six counties around Ulster, and, 
second, unity within the Free State 
between the Republicans and the 
government. One of the worst re- 
sults of this iatter trouble within 
the Free State was that Ulster lost 
confidence in us.” 

“Would Ulster have come into 
the Free State had De Valera ac- 
cepted the treaty?” I asked. 

“Yes, I think they would. Of 
course I am not one of them, and 
cannot speak for them. But they 
have the interests of Ireland very 
much at heart, and I think they 
would have joined us had we in 
the south been united.” 

“In view of what has happened, 
wil] Ulster ever join you?” 

“Yes, they will,” returned Mr. 
Cosgrave, and then qualified his 
statement. “Of course I cannot 
speak for them, but here are my 
reasons for thinking they wiil join 
us. Northern Irelaed is a great 
industrial region. Now if we in 
the south can show to Ulster « 
balance sheet with prosperity, 
good business, stable government 
on the right side of the ledger, she 
will join us. We are out to prove 
to Ulster that we are a going con- 
cern. 

“We are doing this in many 
ways. For instance, the north 
places more emphasis on old ties 
with the Empire. Recently the 
Free State has been participating 
in the imperial conference, doing 
her share in shaping Empire poll- 
cies, and proving to the north that 
we also respect the ties with Brit- 
ain.

Though Lincoln wed back in the 
rough Unromantic West his life was 
not without its interesting co-inci-. 
dents. 
For exampié, when his captain 
expired during the Black Haw 
Wer, and he re-eniieted as a pri- 
vate, he was mustered in by a Ken- 
tucky Heutenant named Robert Ar- 
derson, who later was t6 be the 
Maj. Anderson of Fort Sumpter. 
Again, the only man with whom 
Lineoln ever had @ serious personal 
quarrel latér became a conspicuous 
general of his tn the Civil War. 
That man was James Shields, « na- 
tive of Ireland, who had come to 
Illinois while a youth and engaged 
successfully in law and in Demeo- 
cratic politics. <A little while be- 
fote Lincoln was married, some ar- 
cles appeared in a local paper 
called. “Lettera from the Lost 
Townships,” which were signed 
“Aunt Rebecca.” These were Whig 
letters and reflected jocularly on 
Shields, who was then the Demo- 
eratic State Auditor. LAnooin had 
written some of tresé articles, and 
Todd and her sister, without 
hie knowledge, had written the 
others. They made Shields very 
angry and Lincoln allowéd him- 
self to be. held responsible for al! 
ofthem. As @ result, Shields chal- 
lenged him to a duel. coln ac- 
cepted, naming broadawords as the 
weapons. But when thé parties 
over in Missouri, mutual 
friends intervened and put them 
on good terms again. Afterward 
Shields wae é¢lectéd to the United | 
States Senate from Illinois. After 
serving a single térm he left 
linots and went to Minnesota. When 
the Civil War broke out he was 
given a general's commiésion. in 
a little while he distinguished him- 
self somewhat by defeating Stone- 
wall Jatkdon in at least one battie. 


During his residence in Minnesota 
Shields had been elected to the 
United States Senate from that 
Staté.

RAN AGAINST DOUGLAS 

Pretty nearly everybody knows 
that Lincoln ran for the United 
States Senaté against Douglas in 
1858. But it ts not so well-known 
that hé previously had made two 
attempts to get to the Senate. Just 
as he was finishing hié term ith 
Congress his namé was presented 
to the Legisieture as the Whig 
candidate for the upper House of 
the National Legislature. He was 
badly beaten, however, by James 
Shields, of whom I already have 


opposition to the policy of the 
Democratic party as represented 
by Douglas's Kansas-Nebraska 
Act. In Illinois the anti-Nebraska 
men controlled the Legislature on 
joint Ballot. Lincoln again ran 
for the Senate, and redeived an 
overwhelming majority of the anti- 
Nebraska votes. But a few anti- 
Nebraska Democrats refused to 
support him, and he could not get 
quite @ majority without them. Aft- 
er several ballots these men threat- 
ened to vote for a Douglas Demo- 
erat unless Lincoln would with- 
draw and support their man, who 
was Judge man Trumbull, an 
anti-slavery Democtfat. To pre- 


Lincoln withdrew and threw his 


Republican and served in the Sen- 
ate as such until 1873. He was 
one of those who obstinately voted 
against the impeachment of Presi- 
dent Andrew Johnson. After he 
left the Senate he rejoined the

aces, which were the setting of 
that matchless history. I took it 
as simply as I took else 
in the world about me. It was full 
of meaning that I could not grasp, 
and there were significances of the 
kind that literature unhappily 
abounds in, but they were lost upon 
my innocence. I did not know 
whether it was well written or not: 
I never thought about that; it 
was simply there in its vast en- 
tirety, its inexhaustible opulence, 
and I was rich in it beyond the 
dreams of avarice.”

FORD BUTT 
WASHINGTON (D. C.) Friday 
evening, Nov. 6. 1908. 

I left my tietter uncompleted 
yesterday, it seemed to me, so 1 
will finish it tonight. It is cold 
but with the 


furnace going and a large fire in 
the open fireplace, and with no 
desire in my heart to go out, the 
inside looks very attractive. There 
is little to record, though there 
is no air of uneasiness about the 
executive office today, due to Gov.

saw him. He told the President 
that he had come just at this time 
to see the elections in America 
and. had been greatly disappointed 
at the orderly behavior e had 
seen everywhere. 

He said: “Your people are not 
nearly ag disorderly as the 
on an ordinary election.” 

“Of course not,” agreed the 
President, “and, moreover, what is 
tolerated in England would not 
be countenanced here for a min- 
ute. -During a campaign in En- 
giand your orators are prepared 
for interruptions of every char- 
acter, but here if one man inter- 
rupts with questions he is shouted 
down as a brute. Some Yale stu- 
dents. were classified as a lot of 
hoodlums during the last cam- 
paign because they made frequent 
interruptions during one of Mr. 
Bryan's speeches, and the entire 
country denounced their conduct 
as most extraordinary and vulgar.

He then paid one of the best 
tributes to Taft I have ever heard 
him_pay any one. He said in an- 
swet to some question: 


“Taft has pitched this campaign 
on higher planes than any cam- 
paign in the history of this coun- 
try. He has not made one dema- 
gogic appeal. 
been based on some principle he 
believed to be right and honest, 
and the other candidate has ap- 
pealed to every prejudice or pas- 
sion he could think of. It was a 
wonderfully intelligent vote. Even 
the fact that Taft was a Unitarian 
did not influence many voters, and 
Gompers was not able to handle 
the labor vote at all. It shows a 
very healthful condition of the 
public mind when the people can 
separate the issues as they have 
done in this campaign.” 

I made the contract for the 
State dinners today, awardjng them 
to Rauscher at $7.75 a plate: he 
to furnish everything, dishes, glass- 
es, linen, all except the plates and 
the champagne and the cigars.

the subject) that they would be 
able to live most comfortably off 
their private income and that they 
had not touched that income since 
they had been in the White House, 
so that they would be much bet- 
ter off when they left the White 
House than when they entered 
it, but she also said that th had 
not saved any of the President's 
pay; that it had all gone in the 
effort to keep up the White House 
jas they thought it should be kept 
up. 

But others who were less for- 
ee would have to try to save 
something out of their pay, and in 
| consequence the entertainments at 
the White House must necessarily 
suffer. I was giad to learn the 
true state of the case, for, B 
well had told me, and I had wWrit- 
ten it to mother on one occasion, 
that the Roosevelts spent at least 


$30,000 more than their pay 
amounted to.

WASHINGTON Nov. 12 1908. 
Dear Clara: 

The days have seemed long, yet 
there has been enough to keep me 
busy. But while I try to appear in- 
terested in what interests others, 
yet my thoughts are constantly 
turned inward, But as long as one 
is outwardly interested in doing 
his duty it takes a keen eye, such 
as Mrs. Roosevelt has, to see the 
heartaches underneath. 

It has rarely been my good for- 
tune to meet anyone with such 
kindly feelings. It is right difficult 
for her to ask me to do things 
which she feels grates on one's 
sensibilities, yet in handling the af- 
fairs of the White House, she has 
to sacrifice all other considerations 
to those which make for the good 
order and proper standards, 
which she has established and 
maintained there. 

For instance, yesterday when she 
was having a large luncheon party 
she sent me word that, while she 
felt it might be objectionable to 
me, still she wanted me to come. 
It was official] for them and equal- 
ly so for me. In fact, the luncheon 
was largely official in character. 
It was given ostensibly to bring 
together the leading factors in the 
recent Republican success. The 
personnel was all interesting. 

In the first place there was Mr. 
Sherman, the Vice-President-elect.

Realty Men Urge New Basis 
for Taxation 


Present Plan Hinders Sale of 
Real Estate 


Other Amendments to 
Revenue Act Proposed 


Tom Ingersoll, secretary of the 
Los Angeles Realty Board, has re- 
ceived word from H. U. Nelson, 
secretary of the National Associa- 
tion of Real Estate Boards, that 


the national organization has gone 
on record as favoring a change 
from March 1, 1913, to March 1, 
1920, im the basic date for ap- 
praising real estate values for tax- 
ation purposes. Nelson writes 
that it ie the belief of the realty 
interests that this is the most im- 
portant change that can be ef- 
fected in the administrative fea- 
tures of the Revenue Act and a 
brief covering the recommenda- 
tions has just been presented to 
the Ways and Means Committee 
of the House of Representatives. 

Going back eleven years to es- 
tablish* valuation, as the present 
provision of the law § requires, 
breeds uncertainty, dishonesty and 
inequality, and the free 
trading in rea) estate that builds 
cities, the association chargor. 

Cc. C. Hiatt of Louisville, chair- 
man of the association's commit- 
tee on taxation, presented §§ the 
brief. The association asks that 
the date at which the fair mar- 
ket value of property owned for 
a considerable period shall be fixed 
for tax purposes be changed from 
March 1, 19138, to March 1, 1920, 
or preferably, that it be fixed at 
a time four years ant the 


“It is a practical impossibility 
to arrive now at anyt like ex- 
actness in values as oO a time 
eleven years ago,” the brief de- 
clares. “The present provision of 
the law promotes dishonesty and 
inequality. Ite effect is to retard 
the sale of real estate, resulting 
in the cramping of the normal and 
orderly development of our cities, 
anc making real estaie a frozen 
commodity instead of a liquid one 
when liquidity is so desirable. 

PREVENTS TRANSFERS 

“Most men are afraid of uncer- 
tainty, and the uncertainty as to 
the tax to be paid under the pres- 
ent law has prevented making 
many sales in every city In the 
country. The law has resulted in 
the making of many leases on 
downtown property running from 
fifty to ninety years, thus tying up 
property and preventing that free 
alienation of real estate which our 
public policy has ays de- 
manded.” 

Moving up to date so it would 
be necessary to go back only four 
years in fixing values would re- 
sult in increased rather than de- 

revenue, the association 
holds. While each transaction 
would yield less tax the big in- 
crease in the number of sales 
would produce considerably more 
in aggregate.

PIG TRON FROM SLAG 


VICTORIA (B. C.)-—Produc- 
tion of pig iron from smelter slag 
may soon be on a commercial 
basis in the large smelter plants 
of British Columbia. At Anyox, 
on Observatory Inlet, experiments 
have been carried on during the 
past few weeks by the Granby 
Consolidated Mining and Smelting 
Company with slag from their 
smelter previously regarded as a 
waste product. The Anyox smel- 
ter is now producing about 400 
tons of slag daily, and there is a 
vast accumulation of this material 
available. It has been proved that 
this slag contains about 52 per cent 
metallic tron and at present re- 
search work is being carried on 
}with the object of determining « 
process of making this iron con- 
tent commercially valuable. 

If the experiments are succes- 
ful in showing a commercially 
feasible plan it is believed that a 
furnace of sufficient capacity to 
handle the output of the Anyox 
smelter could be bullt for %$100,- 
000. Pig iron produced in this way 
will be a big factor in the develop- 
ment of the steel industry on the 
Pacific Coast.

~ RICH LANDS IN MEXICO . 


Territory of Quintana Roo Pictured by American 
Consul as Country of Plenty 


{EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH] 


MEXICO CITY, Fed. 9.-—-The 


following deacription of the most 


unkriown and the least developed, yet one of the richest parts of 


Mexico, the Territory of Quintana 
Consul 0. Gaylord Marsh. 
“Perhaps few people in the pro- 
gressive, armmbitious and industrially 
active centers of civilization, are 
aware of the existence of a large. 


undeveloped territory of about 18,- 
000 square miles along the eastern 
cost of the peninsula of Yucatan-— 
a territory twice the size of the 
State of Massachusetts, practically 
without population, almost as un- 
known as was darkest Africa, and 
possessing vast unexploited natural 
resources. Reference is made to 
the Mexican Territory of Quintana 
Roo, which lies almost in primeval 
solitude, but 600 miles south of 
New Orleans, 1500 miles south of 
New York and 800 miles east of 
Mexico City. 

This territory extends from the 
Guif of Mexico on the north, to 
British Honduras and Guatemala 
on the south, a distance of 300 
miles. The capital of it is Santa 
Cruz de Bravo, which has about 
2500 residents, or a little more 
than one-fourth of the total popu- 
lation of the territory. Other towns 
and settlements containing the 
major portion of the remaining 
—— are Payo Obispo and

RUGGED COAST 


Contrary to the general forma- 
tion in Yucatan, the Territory of 
Quintana Roo has several ridges 
of hills, about nine lakes, and a 
few short rivers flowing to the 
eastern coast. This rugged coast is 
washed by the treacherous  cur- 
rents of the gulf m, and the 
Yucatan channel is a natural gate- 
way for the passage of West Indian 
hurricanes into the Gulf of Mexico. 
The Mexican government main- 
tains about twelve lighthouses and 
several wireless stations

Information is scanty as to 
this territory and generally has to 
be gathered from the few persons 
~extractors of cicle g um, afr 
eheologists and prospectors—who 
attack ite brambly jungles and 
brave its hot and inealubrious cli- 
mate. From a few of these it is 
gathered that in the West there 
are great green rotiing pampas; 
that the coast abounds in game 
and food fishes; that the interior is 
densely forested with valuable 
tropical woods, and that the soil 
is suitable for the production of 
corn, cotton, beans, indigo, rub- 
ber, sugar cane, tobacco, hene- 
quen, tropical fruits and 4 num- 
ber of other things. : 

The steam railway has not yet 
crossed the borders of this rich 
territory, the siren of steamships 
has scarcely disturbed the quiet 
of its natural harbors, and only a 
month ago did the roar of the 
first American caterpillar tractor 
echo in the forests in competition 
with the pack mule. The writer, 
after six years in Yucatan, has 
yet to meet the man who has com- 
pletely crossed thia territory, al- 
though it is understood that a few 
have done eso. 

Quintana Roo, now named from 
the Yucatan statesman who saved 
it for a part of the Mexican re- 
public, has many ruins of the 
once densely populated cities of 
the lost Maya Indian kingdom: it 
served as a rendezvous, a cache 
and a prey of the buccaneers and 
pirates of the seventeenth and 
eighteen centuries; and for many 
years it was used by the Mexican 
government as a penal colony. In 
1904 the scanty population of 9000 
was given a territorial form of 
government; but only slight prog- 
ress has been made, and the ter- 
ritory, with ita primordial re- 
sources, surrounded with a past 
romance and pregnant with a fu- 
ture value, yet mutely beckons 
for an opportunity to share in the 
development of its near neighbors.

At the meeting of the board of directors of the Hollywood Hills 
Association last week a resolution was adopted suggested to the Board 
of Public Service the straightening of the line of the survey for the Mul- 
holland High Way to make it strike in a straight easterly direction 
from the Boy Scouts property on a 6 per cent grade.

By 
hia method of planting the tap 
root is trained to go deep into the 
soll and by subirrigation, those 
trees. which are native of semi- 
arid sections are trained to seek 
water at lower levels in the soil. 

Mr. Southard is especially in- 
terested in the carob tree, a beau- 
tiful evergreen fruit bearer, a na- 
tive of the Near East, of which 
there is a plantation of 30,000 
trees in Riverside county planted 
by the Southard method and flour- 
ishing under semi-arid conditions. 
He proposed to the Hollywood 
Hille Association to donate 250 
carob trees to the association that 
are “splinted,” and as such trees

are planted in splints and are not 
shocked or disturbed by replant- 
ing, they are especially suitable 
for the deep-rooting necessary up- 
on hillsides where they will flour- 
ish without irrigation. He desires 
to demonstrate the beauty and 
value of the carob tree primarily, 
for landscaping and garden use, 
for shade and fruitage, and sec- 
ondarily his method of splinting 
for all trees. In addition to the 
donation of 250 carob trees for 
landscaping upon the hills, Mr. 
Southard hap also donated 250 
trees of other varieties suitable for 
the purpose. 

His idea is that the trees plant- 
ed in the Hollywood Hille should 
be those that will give the semi- 
tropical aspect *v the ‘errain that 
is so effective as a background for 
hill gardens.

The Central Labor Union of In- 
dianapolis, composed of delega 
from about sixty local unions, 
claimed ‘a membership of 10,000 
about two years ago, when it at- 


itempted to boycott the State Fair 


because the Board of. Agriculture 
engaged the Perdue University 
Band instead of a union band to 
furnish the music. 

The membership of the Central 
Labor Union is believed, however. 
to be nearer 7000 than 10,000, 
while there are 56,000 adult wage- 
earners employed in the city’s in- 
dustrial plants. This does not in- 
clude salary-earners in office, fac- 
tory and store, which greatly in- 
creases the total number of all 
groups of workers, which. is ap- 
proximately 150,000. The present 
population of Indianapolis is given 
as 350,000 in the latest census bu- 
reau estimates. The city’s average 
population increase during the past 
three years has been about 1000 
per month, 


UNIONS NOT RECOGNIZED 

The industries in relation to 
manufactured products are nearly 
all 100 per cent open shop. Sofhe 
of them are nonunion because the 
unions will not allow their mem- 


bers to work there. Hence some 
bona fide open shops are in fact, 
nonunion through no fault of the 
management. 

Meat packing is one of the prin- 
cipal industries of Indianapols, and 
the value of tiocal products of 
slaughter-houses, packing plants 
and abattoirs reaches $135,000 an- 
nually. The last attempt to organize 
such a union among the packing- 
house employees was in 1919. when 
several paid organizers from Cleve- 
land and Chicago arrived and agi- 
tated a strike in all packing plants. 
When the great country-wide strike 
of butchers occurred, virtually ty- 
ing up the entire meat-packing 
industry, Indianapolis waa the only

MINERAL RESOURCES 


Country Has Never Been Thorough- 
ly Prospected and Much of 
Interior Unexplored 


The west coast is known in the 
popular mind to be mineralized 
because Prescott advertised it as 
such in his “Conquest of Peru,” 
while Brazil is known to be noth- 
ing but the land of coffee, because 
it is advertised as such by its at- 
tempts at valorization. 

Ignorance of Brazilian resources 
on the part of foreigners is not 
surprising, for Brazil itself really 
knows little or nothing about its 
own resources except, in a gen- 
eral way, that they must be large. 
Tt is @ large country, and it has 
never been prospected thoroug

The fact 
remains, however, that she is a 
highly mineralized country, liter- 
ally from one end to the other. 

Brazilian resources with respect 
to one group of minérals, which 
may be classed together, are pretty 
well known, principally as a result 
of the war. These are its resources 
of iron, coal and manganese. They 
are al) three of the utmost impor- 
tance to the industrial future of 
Brazil, for they are used in making 
steel, the manufacture of which, 
economic history shows, is essen- 
tial to the industrial progress of 
every country. 

Brazil is blessed with what min- 
ing engineers describe as at once 
the biggest and the richest deposit 
of hematite iron ore in the world. 
This biggest deposit is in the State 
of Minas Geraes, to the north of 
Rio de Janeiro, but there are other 
deposits in practically every State 
in the union. 


MOUNTAINS OF IRON 


The Minas Geraes deposit is not 
only remarkable for its richness, 
but it contains only a very small 
percentage of phosphorus, an ele- 
ment that is the bane of the steel 
maker. It runs anywhere from 60 
iron, and is everywhere readily ac- 
ceasible. It is,.in fact, the most 
to 80 per ment of pure metallic 
conspicuous of Brazilian mineral! 
resources. Anyone who rides on a 
train through the Minas can see it 
sticking up through the top of the 
mountains, which are reality 
mountains of iron ore, lightly over- 
lafd with soll. There are miles of 
it to the east of Bello Horizonte, 
the capital of the State. Fifty-two

RIO DE JANEIRO, Jan. 26.—The outstanding thing about 
the mineral resources of Brazil is the fact that so little is known 
about them. The average foreigner arriving here for the first 
time is surprised to find that the country possesses such a thing 
as mineral wealth. The average American, if he has had occa- 
sion to prod his memory for a reaction on the subject of South 
American minerals, thinks not of Brazil, but of the west coast, 
where, he remembers, there is copper in Peru, and tin in Bolivia 
and copper and saltpeter in ‘Chile.. He may think of Brazil in 
connection with diamonds, but it is ten chances to one he 
will not connect it with gold, though Brazil was the principal 
gold producer of the world in the seventeenth and eighteenth 
centuries. He will be a rare exception if he knows that Brazil 
possesses any of the less precious but more useful metals. 


example. Brazil is an old country 
and the bulk of its land in accessi- 
ble districts is, though entirely un- 
develoed, in the‘ hands not of the 
government but of private owners, 
whose families have held it for 
generations. Formerly it was for- 
biden to prospect for minerals on 
privately-owned land, prohibition 
fata! to the development of mining 
industry. The present law is not 
much better, for though it permits

sources of the state of Minas and 
cramp its development. 


WANTS STEEL MILLS 


The State of Minas, as is only 
natural, ardently craves to have 
its iron made into steel in Minas. 
The Belgian interests, in an obvi- 
ous attempt to curry favor, are 
already blasting iron and prepar- 
ing to make steel in a relatively 
small plant they have established 
at Sabara, on the Central de Brazil 
Railroad. Charcoal is used for 
fuel, as it is in a number of other 
amall furnaces in Brazil, because 
there is no coal in this district and 
imported coal, delivered, costs $40 
to $50 a ton. The Itabira Com- 
pany contemplates putting up a 
similar furnace, but the purpose 
of the project is as transparent as 
iis that of the Belgian furnace. The

Another handicap imposed by 
private land ownership is the fact 
that land owners, if they believe a 
prospective purchaser to be in- 
terested in minerals, have an ex- 
aggerated idea of the value of 
their property and hold it at a 
ridiculous price. This is not al- 
ways true, for in the diamond dis- 
trict it is possible to buy for from 
$10,000 to $60,000 promising but 
unproven diamond deposits, which, 
if shown by expensive drilling op- 
erations to be volcanic deposits, 
would be valued in the millions 
rather than thousands. The trou- 
ble in the dlamond district is lack 
of venturesome capital. 

A final handicap is lack of trans- 
portation, for though Brazil has 
over 20,000 miles of railway, most 
of it is In the more dengely pop- 
ulated south-central part of the 
country. Many of the mineralized 
and suspected mineralized districts 
are in isolated and inaccessible 
regions. It is entirely probable 
that with the opening up of in- 
creased areas of the backwoods 
to agriculture there will continue 
to be new discoveries. 

And this in a country where no 
one ever has to worry about coal 
bills or has to work, for that 
matter, if he wants to plant a 
few banana trees and let the high- 
arched palm trees be his taber- 
nacle. 

The war, with its accompanying 
demand for steel, first turned 
the spotlight on this spectacular 
deposit, and ambitious schemes 
were laid at the time for getting 
ore from ft to Europe and North 
America. All of them came to 
naught when the war boom broke. 
but this was not the fault of the 
deposit, which is capable of mak- 
ing large sums of money for the 
company that develops it. One 
company has been dickering for 
a long time for a chance to get 
the ore down to the coast. It is 
the Itabira Iron Company, about 
25 per cent of which ts said to be 
owned in Canada and the rest in 
the United States. The company 
controls a large block of the de- 
posit in an advantageous location. 
Belgian interests control another 
large block, and British and 


French interests are said to di-| 


vide up the remainder of the field. 


TRANSPORTATION LACKING 


The problem of developing the 
deposit is one of transportation, 
which is now lacking. The Rel- 
sian properties are reached by the 
Central De Brazil Railroad from 
Rio, but the haul to Rio ts a long 
and expensive one and part of the 
route is still traversed only by 
narrow gauge road. The natural 
route to the coaat lies, not to the 
south, but directly east. where a 
comparatively short down-grade 
haul through the valley of 
River Doee would carry the ore 
to the excellent port of Victoria 
or to the equally excellent port of 
Santa Cruz. A narrow-gauge rail- 
way already has been built up this 
Victoria to a point in 
ouch with the tskirts 
fron deposits.

naive things to develop and it 
s doubtful that they can ever be 
the foundation of a first-rate steel 
industry. There remains the na- 
tive coal. 


COAL POOR QUALITY 

Brazilian coal was also brought 
to the front by war-time  condi- 
tions, and for a time while Euro- 
pean and North American coal 
was scarce, because it was needed 
at home and because of lack of 
shipping, the Brazillian industry 
underwent a period of rapid de- 


velopment. Coal, in so far as 
Brazilian resources have been ex- 
plored, is found in the southern 


States, Rio Grande do Sul, Santa 
Unfortunately, it is not of the 
best quality, though there is a lot 
of it, the three States mentioned 
being underlaid by one continuous 
field. It contains a large percent- 
age of ash and of sulphur. Its 
burning qualities can be greatly 
improved, however, by either of 
t © processes af refinement, by 
hing, by pulverizing or by 
manufacture into briquettes. Re- 
cent experiments have demonstrat- 
ed it can be cooked successfully for 
use in blast and steel furnaces, but 
it has not been proven that this is 
economically practicable on a com- 
mercial scale. Eight coal mining 
companies are operating. with a 
total annual production of some 
500,000 tons. Most of this output 
is consumed in the producing 
States themselves, though native 
coal is now ured on the Central do 
Brazil Railroad, which is owned by 
the Federal government. For use 
in locomotives it is generally mixed 
with wood to prevent the high ash 
content from forming clinkers. 
Coal is one of Brazil's bigcest 
problemas, in connection with both 
her infant steel and her infant 
manufacturing industries. At pres- 
ent the native coal, due in part to 
the expense of processing and in 
part to its inferior efficiency, does 
not compete with imported coal in 
the industrial districts of the Cen- 
tral States. 
Even with these handicaps, it fs 


said, it could easily compete if 
adequate transportation were 
available. As it is. the southern 


coal has to be thrice trana-shipped 
on its way north, once on the shore 
of Lago dos Patos, a shallow coast- 
al lagoon, once when deep water 
is reached, and once at Rio or 
Santos, the ports of entry for the 
interior. 


DON'T KNOW OWN WEALTH 


The question of why, if the coal 
cannot go to the manufacturing 
and steel industries, these indus- 
tries do not come to the coal is a 
sticker. In the case of steel man- 
ufacture there is but one reasonable 
answer and that is the inevitable 
answer that the Brazilians do not 
know what their own resources are. 
It is well known that these south- 
ern States are equipped not only 
with coal, which the experimenters 
say can be coked, but with exten- 
sive deposits of iron and manga- 
nese and even of wolframite. an- 
Other steel alloy. If there were 
definite information as to these de- 
posits and aa to the coking quall- 
tles of the coal, or if the expense 
of obtaining this information was 
not so great, the steel companies 


now burning charcoal in Minas and

The best known manganese de- 
posits are at Que Luz in the State 
of Minas, where the United States 
Steel Products Company owns 
large holdings which it tis develop- 
ing. Other deposits are continually 
being located in other parts of the 
State and they exist In other parts 
of the country, the southern States, 
for example. Wolframite occurs 
in several places, but principally in 
Rio Grande do Sul. It was being 
actively mined there before the; 
war, Krupp having contracted to 
receive the entire output of the 
one mine then in operation. 


GOLD LONG MINED 
To attempt to catalogue the 
known and suspected mineral re- 
sources of Brazil is like running 
through the nomenclature of min- 
eralology. Gold has, of course, 


been mined for centuries. 

There a at present only two 
big producing companies, both 
Heitish, one at Morro Velho, Mi- 
nas, which is the oldest mining 
company in the world, and the 
other at Oure Preto in the same 
State. Yet even the gold resources 
of Brazil are relatively unknown, 
for considerable quanties of allu- 
vial gold are annually washed by 
primitive methods out of the 
streams in isolated localities. Dis- | 
covery of the veins from wate 
this alluvial gold is derived may 
at any time cause a rejuvenation | 
of the industry.

Nothing in This Country to 
Compare With the Curves 
in the Mountains There 


Hairpin curves are numerous in 
mountain téuring in this country 
but there @ probably nothing in 
America to compare with those 
encountered by motorists in Su- 
matra. 

A letter just received by the W. 
P. Herbert Company, Southern 
California Chandler distributors, 
ifrom a resident of Java describes 
a tour acroses the island of Sumatra 
in one of the new Pikes Peak 
motored Chandlers. 

“In a distance of twenty-five 
kilometers (fifteen and one-haif 
miles) we encountered more than 
1600 curves, the majority of which 
were of the hairpin variety,” he 
writes. 

“The car carried three passen- 
gers,.and all of the mountain 
climbing on the 12560-mile trip was 
done in high gear. 

“We went by steamer from 
Batavia, Java, to Padang, on the 
west coast of Sumatra. From Pa- 
dang we drove across the island to 
Medan, on the east coast, a dis- 
tance of 1000 kilometers. 

“The road itself is like a billiard 
table; but the curves, if I tell you 
that there is one part where there 
are more than 1600 sharp curves 
and hairpin turns in a distance of 
twenty-five kilometers, you can 
imagine the kind of driving, and 
the kind of power it takes to 
negotiate the trip. 

“Besides that we were climbing 
higher all the time, from sea-leve) 
to an altitude of 4800 feet and 
down to sea-level again. 

“There were three of us, includ- 
ing a Javanese servant, and 4 
large quaintity of heavy luggage. 
With all this weight we made the 
whole trip on high and the Pikes 
Peak motor took every hill with- 
out the slightest difficulty.”

PLANT PEARLS IN 
AMERICAN RIVERS 


Science will soon place millions of dollars 
in the inland streams of the United States, 
there to be gathered by anyone who de 
sires. 

This announcement is made by 
the United States Bureaa of Fisheries in 
Popular Science monthly. Through scien- 
tific propagation of fresh-water mussels, 
the government experts plan té make 
dozens of rivers throughout the land yield 
rich harvests in pearls. 

Few people probably know that pearl 
fishing is conducted regularly in the rivers 
of the United States, yet during the last 


of such rivers as the Mississippi and the 
Black river, ‘and. the White River ia 
Arkansas. These pearls were produced by 
natural means. 

The spawh of the mussel is a parasite. It 
attaches itself to the gills and fins of cer- 
tain fish, particularly. catfish and bass. Un- 
less it can find this lodgment and feed upon

LLOWING is an article by B. Stan- 
ford Claunch, in “Health First”: 
“Medical treatment of tuberculosis at the 


present time is little short of murderous. 


Perhaps no better evidence of this can be 


had than in San Francisco. The following 


statistics from the San Francisco Tubercu- 
losis Hospital, published by one of San 
Francisco’s large daily newspapers late in 
1922, will reveal the appalling mortality 
rate from tuberculosis under medical su 
pervision, in a very striking manner. 

“According to the reports furnished this 
newspaper, 1821 cases of tuberculosis were 
admitted to this hospital for treatment dur- 
ing the years 1919, 1920, 1921. Of this 
number, 907, or approximately one-half, 
died in the institution; 226 were known to 
have died within one year after leaving 
the hospital; 601 that had left the institu- 
tion were unaccounted for, and only 88, out 
of a total of 1821 cases, were known to be 
living one year later, A report published 
by the same paper December 20, 1923, 
stated that an average of one patient a 
day had died in this institution during the 
last three years. 

“Think of it! A percentage of 95 1-2 
either dead or unaccounted for under med- 
ical treatment during this term. Only 4 1-2 
per cent were known to be alive twelve 
months afterward. These appalling figures 
would seem to indicate that medical

“The overworking of the digestive appar- 
atus by overfeeding on milk often com- 
pletely exhausts the pawers of digestion. I 
have seen this in more than one case. It 
becomes necessary in such cases to stop 
the milk diet entirely.” 


A fruit diet is far better than a milk 
diet. Following is from the Weekly Bulle 
tin of the California State Board of Health: 


the past few years, has become a common 
institution in most schools of California. 
This consists generally of milk and crack- 
ers served to the pupils in the mid-fore 
noon. The Journal of the American Medi- 
cal Association in its* last issue upholds 
the custom and regards the slogan, ‘A 
quart of milk a day for every child,’ as 
wholesame advice. It would appear, how- 
ever, that oranges may produce as bene 
ficial results as milk in the promotion of 
growth and weight. In discussing an ar- 
ticle by Margdret S. Chaney entitled “A 
Comparison of the Value of Milk and’ 
Oranges as a Supplemental Lunch for Un- 
derweight Children,’ published in the Octo- 
ber number of the American Journal of the 
Diseases of Children, and which deals with 
work in malnutrition among the school 
children of Oakland, the Journal says: ‘It 
is interestiig to learn, however, that milk, 
though it produces a favorable increase in 
weight, is not the only food valuable for 
the mid-morning lunch. Oranges and 
orange juice also were strikingly effica- 
cious in producing the desired gains. The 
virtues of this fruit have long been . 
nized, so far as its palatability and an 
scorbutit properties are concerned. It is 
not so generally appreciated that oranges 
contain vitamins A and B as well as the 
scurvy-preventing vitamin C. The secret 
of their nutritive success may lie in a 
promotion of appetite for other foods—a 
property ascribed to vitamin B. In the 
California children studied, the growth fol- 
lowing the use of oranges in the supple- 
mentary lunches averaged more than 100 
per cent above the expected gains, even 
surpassing im these cases the-gaing pro 
moted by milk. Whatever the explanation 
may be, it is fortunate to learn that nutri- 
tive advantages may be secured in other 
ways when milk, for some reason, becomes 
unsuitable or wumavailable. There should 
be more than one way leading to success- 
ful nutrition.”

Apples must be kept as cool as possible 
without freezing. Sound fruit should bé se- 
lected, wrapped &nd placed on trays without 
touching. Some very solid varieties, such as 
Spitzenburg, may be frozen if allowed to re 
main so and thawed out gradually before 
using. Ruseets and other frm varieties 
may be buried in chaff, straw, leaves or per- 
fectiy dry sand. if buried in earth, an air 
space should be left over the fruit between 
it dud the top covering on the ground level. 


Grapes may be stored for some time if 
Arm, ripe bunches are selected and picked 
on @ dry, clear day. All imperfect fruit and 


leaves sliould be removed. The fruit will 
keep for some time in a dry, cool place. 
away from currents of air. The bunches 
may be packed in dry sand, or in oats, ex- 
celsior, chopped hay, sawdust or corkéust. 


Oranges must be kept wrapped in fiesue 
paper. They will keep better if separated 
op trays, or they may be packed in dry 
sand, never over ohe or two tiers deep. 

Pears should be picked before they are 
ripened and placed in a dry, well-ventilated 
room in shallow pilesor on trays. Winter 
pears may be stored the same as apples.

We 
have left the blazing 
white capital of Jugo- 
slavia, have ridden by 
the trenches where 
the Serbians lay when 
Belgrade was bom- 
barded by the Aus-

We take note of the 
farms as we ride, stop- 
ping now and then to 
watch a gang of men 
and women at work 
in the fields or to 
make snapshots of 
the farm wagons, 
rude boatlike vehicles, 
knocked together by 
the owners, which 
are carrying men, 
women, and farm 
produce over the 
roads. 


The farming coun- 
try is different from 
that of Hungary 
through which we mo 
tored last month. 
There the tracts were 
often enormous, the 
estates of the prewar 
barons and lords hav- 
ing fields of fifty 
acres each, cultivated — 
with tractors and mod- 
ern machinery. There 
the small farms were 
ribbons of grass or grain, extending on_and 
on, making great sheets or stripes of vari- 
ous colors sometimes sewed together with 
narrow bands of red poppies. Here in 
Serbia most of the farms are mere garden 
patches, or little fields of all shapes. 


Serbia is a land of small farms. . I under- 
stand there are larger ones in those parts of 
Jugoslavia which formerly belonged to the 
Austro-liunzarian Empire, but these have 
been takeu over by the government and 
are being sold on long-time notes to the 
people. I am told it is heped to create 
200,000 new farms. 


The Homestead 
Law in Serbia 


T PRESENT 8&5 per cent of the popu- 
lation of Jugosiavia is engaged in 
farming, stockbreeding, and fruit culture. 
Serbia is inhabited by a peasant democ- 
racy. Its people pride themselves on be- 
longing to the land. Nearly every family 
is a landholder and a man will do anything 
 pather than part with his farm. The num- 
ber of small holdings is increased by the 
Homestead Law, which provides that even 
if a man becomes bankrupt, We can retain 
free of debt five acres of land, a pair of 
oxen, a plow, and his agricultural tools. 
Another institution which helps the 
small farmer is an old law by which every 
man having some land is bound to con- 
tribute a part of his corn or wheat to a 
municipal store which is to be lent to the

peasants if they need grain for the next 
planting, and a third is the custom by 
which the whole village goes out to help 
the poor man cut his corn and bring in his 
harvest if he cannot help himself. 
Jugosiavia is one of the richest farming 
countries of Europe. It has tens of mil- 
lions of acres under cultivation and its 
crops are large. It claims to be first ia 
Europe in the raising of corn, fifth in the 
raising of wheat, and ninth in the raising 
of rye. It is next to the United States in 
the production of corn, and it ranks 
seventh among the lands of the world in 
oats, tenth in barley, and ninth in pdta- 


toes. It produces also beet sugar, silk and 
tobacco.

| The villages here are different from 
those of the European countries I have re- 
cently visited. Most of the towns of Ger- 
many, Switzerland, France, and the other 
lands of Northern Europe consist of houses 
close to the streets without large yards or 
gardens. Here the villages are made up of 
little inclosures joined together but each 
containing its own three or four or more 
buildings, with fruit trees and gardens con- 
nected with them. There is often a hut, a 
hay stack, a banked-over, cavelike cellar, 
and a granary. The houses are mean as a 
rule although the larger villages have com- 
fortable homes and there are many rich 
peasants. 


The lands along the Adriatic have ai-| 


most as many vineyards as those of the 
Rhine. There are orchards everywhere, 
producing apples, pears, peaches and 
plums. Jugoslavia is the Paradise of Little 
Jack Horner. There are more than twenty 
plum trees for every family tn the king- 
dom, and the average yield of each tree is 
about thirty 


There are about 7,000,000 apple trees, al- 
most 4,000,000 pear trees and more thaa 
3,000,000 olive. Most of the olive trees are 
in Dalmatia. Last year the country had 
more than 400,000 acres of vineyards yield- 
ing about 70,000,000 gallons of wine. 


Live Stock and 
the Pig-Maids 


HE live stock of the kingdom has rapid- 

ly increased since the war, and it now 
has more than 1,000,000 horses and mules, 
7,000,000 sheep, 5,000,000 cattle, and over 
3,000,000 hogs. There are thirteen govern 
ment stations devoted to improving the 
breeding of horses. Last year the country 
exported more than 100,000 cattle, more 
than 200,000 swine, 135,000 sheep, and about 
25,000 head of horses. 

There aré no fences in Serbia and the 
live stock that grazes in the fields has to 
be watched. In our motor trip we see cow- 
maids, sheep-maids and even pig-maids 
herding two or three or more animals in 
the small patches of grass surrounded by 
grain. 7

Girls of sixteen work in the fields with their parents, and the hours for all is from sun-up to dark. The use of machinery or 
implements ts almost unknown, and the peasants use the same farming 


not high. A large proportion of the people 
cannot read and write. This is especially 
so in the old kingdom of Serbia, and in 
Montenegro and other parts of the princi- 
pality that did ndt belong to the old Aus- 
| tro-Hungarian monarchy. Now new schools 
are to be started, and the program of edu- 
cation is large. A great desire for educa- 
tion has sprung up since the war. 


Momtchilo Nintchitch, the Minister of 


Foreign Affairs, tells me that since the new 
kingdom was formed the college students 
have increased in number from 2000 to 12,- 
000, and that there are now thriving unil- 
versities at Belgrade, Zagreb, and Ljub- 
liana, the capital of Slovenia. The Uni- 
versity of Belgrade has now about 8000 stu- 
dents, while before the war it had only 
1500. 


I have had a good chance to see the dif- 
ference in the farming conditions of the 
new and old parts of this Jugoslavian king- 
dom. The Hungarians are the better farm- 
ers and those parts of the new kingdom 
which come from Hungary are much bet- 
ter tilled than the lands through which I 
have recently motored. The great differ 
ence is seem as soon as one crosses the 
Sav River. 


The small tracts prevent the use of ma- 
chinery. The yield of grain is less abund. 
ant, and the rolling nature of the region 
makes more waste. Here and there are 
signs of earth-washing, which might be 
controlled by more scientific cultivation.

Some of the best lands of Hungary were 
given to Serbia, and there is no richer 
tract in the world than that which lies 
along the Danube between the new frontier 
and Belgrade. 

The moment I crossed the boundary, I 
could see the marks of the prosperity 
which now divides the Serbians from the 
Hungarians. In the Huhgarian kingdom 
there are but few new buildings. That 
land was ruined by the war and by the 
fall of exchange. It has no money for 
repairs and the towns and cities are shab- 
by.” Crossing into Jugoslavia the red tiles 
of new roofs stand out everywhere on the 
landscape, and new buildings are going up 
in all of the towns. There is more activity 
about the stations. There are new cars on 
the railways, and the locomotives seem to 
burn better coal. 


Every Grain of 
Wheat a Prayer 


HE wheat shocks in Serbia may be an 
emblem of thanksgiving and those in 
Hungary supplication for help. This is in- 
dicated by their shape, which is after a su- 
perstition current throughout the Valley 


people believe the 
harvest’ will not pros- 
per unless the sheaves 
are shocked in the 
form of a cross. They 
are now stood on end 
and capped as with 
us, but are laid so

The sheaves are s0 
placed that the heads 
come together at the 
center, meeting there 
in four piles, three 
sheaves to each pile. 
The cross is perfect 
in shape. 


Rye, oats and bar- 
ley are shocked the 
same way, and at this 
writing there are tens 
of millions of such 
crosses silently testi- 
fying to the belief of 
these peoples of the 
Danube in the 
Tragedy which culmi- 
nated on Calvary. In 
Hungary the popula- 
tion is Roman Catho- 
lic, and the shocks 
there seem to me to 
look more like the 
Roman Cross. In Ser 
bia they belong to 
the Greek Orthodox 
Church and the 
crosses are Greek. It 
is interesting to think of nations which 
handle their harvesting so that every kernel 
voices a@ prayer. 

After crossing the boundary we saw more 
and more live stock. The people who in- 
habit the lands taken from Hungary seem 
to have plenty of money. There are many 
flocks of fat sheep watched by women and 
girls and now and then great woolly hogs 
eating the stray grains from the stubble. 
It was strange to see hogs which grew 
wool, but I saw several droves which had 
such curly hair that were it not for their 
noses they might have been sheep al- 
though their tails were more like those of 
a horse, having long curling hairs so numer 
ous that a pig’s tail would make a good fly 
brush. 

During one of my motorcar trips from 
Budapest out into the country I had an 
opportunity to study these hogs. This was 
in a mighty fattening pen which was es- 
tablished by the Hungarians to supply pork 
for their army. The pen covered 200 
acres, amd it was crowded throughout the 
war, when it fattened on the average about 
75,000 pigs at one time. It contains more 
than 25,000 today.

OME with me in your imagination and 
look at that great city of swine. We

A common but very effective method 
employed by savages in the river country 
‘s to barricade the mouth of a normally 
shallow creek up which fish have swum 
during a period of flood so as to avoid the 
muddy waters of the main river. Circum- 
stances do not always permit of this being 
done. but if they do it, it usually means a 
pretty good hanl when the flood subsides 
and leaves hundreds of fish stranded in the 
once more shallow waters above the bar- 
ricade, 

On this particular afternoon the Maranon 
had dropped five feet or more, and the Ipi- 
cus, whosé mouth had been screened off 
when the flood was at its height, was alive 
with fish of all kinds unable to get back in- 
to deep water. Amidst shouts of glee and 
much enthusiasm the Indians raided the 
pools In which the fish had been entrapped, 

"ring them right and left; in many 
places they plunged bodily into the water 
and caught them by hand, flinging them on 
to the bank, where the children collected 
them in baskets.

ly the spirit of his own state at that mo- 
ment than of any other part of the country.

Mr. Coleman, who received his 
technical education at Stevens Institute of 
Technology in Hoboken, N. J., the oldest 
college of mechanical engineering in the 
country, has been melting coins for the 
government for nearly a quarter century, 
“For the five years from 1917 to 1921,” he 
said, “the coinage of nickels and one-cent 


Pieces amounted to more than two hundred 
and fourteen million troy ounces, ofr so 
much metal that it. would require five trains 


of fifty-six cars each, holding 50,000 pounds 


|@ car, to transport the load.” 


Turning to the subject of gold, he re 
marked that the vaults of the goverament 
are at present filled to overflowing with 
bullion of the highest grade. “The stock 
of gold bars in storage today amounts to 
nearly one-half of the eight billions that 
represent the world’s supply of yellow met- 
al,”” he continued. “The stock in our vaults 
is largely fine gold and gold with a good 
copper alloy, perfectly suitable for coinage 
purposes as it is; except that if it repre-

Little Silver on Hand 


66 HERE is not much silver on hand in 
Sam's vauite ready for coinage, how- 
ever. Since the Pittman Act was repealed, 
the government has been buying little white 
metal, and there stili is left from this ac 
count over twelve million ounces of fine 
metal to be made into standard silver dol- 
lars, to go down into storage and replace 
those melted up and sold during the war 
to the Allies.” 


On the subject of coin standards, the ex- 
pert added: 

“The most common silver standards are 
835, 900 and 925, the latter called sterling 
silver, Our country, France, Gerthany, Jap- 
an, Russia, Sweden and others use the 900 
parts gold and 100 parts copper purity; 
while England, India, Portugal, Brazil, Tur 
key and others issue their gold coin upon 
the 22 carat basis (916 2-3 fine). Probably 
the purest coin of modern times is the Aus- 
trian gold ducat, which assays 986 fine. 
It is generally aecepted that a fineness of 
from 835 to 925 is best for coinage pur 
poses, with pure copper as the alloying ele- 
ment; coin of these purities hold the color 
well and resfst abrasion sufficiently to make 
it a most satisfactory circulating medium. 
“The methods used in the melting de 
partment in order to cast bars of propor 
size, fineness, and quality being similiar 
for either goll or silver coinage, I will 
treat the subject as if deal.ng with silver 
work exclusively. Silver bars as pur- 
chased by the government from the large 
silver refining companies come to the mints, 
weighing approximately 1100 ounces troy 
and are usually 999 fine. These bars are 
all weighed up by the mint force and 
drilled for assay, the depositor accepting 
our weights and fineness. 

“These bars are then weighed over to the 
melting department, individually entered 
upon a bar book and bracketed off in this 
book for melts. Tt is usual to use two pur- 
chase fine bars In each melt, and as each 
bar is different ‘weight and possibly a 
different fineness, you can see that con- 
siderable calculating is necessary to de- 
termine the proper amount of copper 
(weighed to the tenth part of an ounce) 
necessary to lower these fine bars to 900 
fine. Calculating machines, constants and 
readily performed proofs have not only 


longs. Melters are held responsibie for 
putting into their crucibles only the bars 
mumbered for them together with the cor 
respondingly numbered copper. This is ab- 
solutely. necessary, for when a melt is made, 
a sample for assay is reserved, and this 
melt must be standard to within two one- 
thousandths or the assayer will condemn 
it, and it must be remelted and made cor- 
rect. 


“After passing the assay test the ingots 
are weighed over and charged off the 
melting department's account, going into 
the coining department, where they are 
put through the rolls for 20 passes or less, 
unti] the gauge of the coin desired it 
reached. No annealing is done in strip form 
upon any of the alloys we are now using, 
so the strip is very hard when the cutters 
blank the pieces. 


“These cut discs are now annealed and 
cleaned, after which they are fed to a ma- 
chine which turns over or upsets the 
periphery. This heavy edge takes the first 
wear of a coin besides enabling coins to 
be stacked in stable pile. The stamping 
between dies is the final touch that makes 
‘coin’ of common material. In these coin- 
ing presses is fitted a collar which receives 
and holds the blank. This collar has a 
knurled rim; when the pressure, varying 
from 50 to 200 tons, depending upon the 
character of piece, is exerted for the pur 
pose of driving the dies into the metal, the 
metal is at the same time made to flow 
into the serrations of the collar. This 
gives our coin the milled edge, with which 
we are familiar. i 


“The coin fe then reviewed, counted, 
weighed, stacked and stored ready for cir- 
culation. Coin goes out of the mints upon 
government transfer orders. An ordinary 


bank will deposit funds with the Federal, 


Reserve of its locality, requesting coin in 
exchange. The United States Treasurer is 
communicated with and notified that funds 
have been deposited, etc., a transfer ordor 
is then made out and sent in to the mint. 
New coin may be also paid out by the pur- 
chase of supplies for mint use and much 
gets into circulation through the payroll 
route.” 


TO SUCCEED, READ— 
AND READ WIDELY 


“If I were called upon to plan a curricu- 

lum for a business school,” writes H. Ad- 
dington Bruce, in Forbes Magazine, “I 
should include as an obligatory study a 
course in general literature. And then it 
would become my immediate object to find 
a teacher capable of so dealing with that 
course as to make it the source of a last- 
ing love of good reading. 
“That indeed would be an accomplish- 
ment worth while. For it would mean to 
the young men and women coming under 
this teacher's influence, not only a cultural 
gain, but an acquisition helping tre 
mendously to make them better citizens 
and better doers of business. 

“There are certain ways in which a love 
-of reading—especially the reading of books 
of certain types—directly contributes to 
the winning of business success. The 
books to which I specially refer are 
books of poetry, history, biography, psy- 
chology, and philosophy. 

“Business success, it is imperative for 
all to appreciate, depends on much more 
than technical knowledge. It depends in 
great part—in some occupations, it de- 
pends in chief part—on smoothness in the 
business workers’ relations with other peo 
ple. Thus it depends on the possession of 
such qualities as keenness of perception 
and alertness in thinking, tmaginative pow- 
er, insight into human nature, tact, and 
ability to put myself sympathetically into 
another's place. 

“All these qualities are quickened by the 
reading of poetry, history, biography, psy- 
chology and philosophy. Only, of course, 
the reading must be done somewhat differ- 
ently from the reading of light works of 
fiction—the only books, alas, that appeal 
successfully to large numbers of people. 

“That is to say, it must be thoughtful 
reading, not hasty, superficial reading, and 
it should be followed by quiet meditation 
on the poems or passages read.° 


GOES UNDERGROUND 
TO STUDY HEAVENS 


Going underground to look at the 
heavens may seem like a strange anomaly; 
yet that is the method used by James 
Hartness, former Governor of Vermont, 
noted inventor and manufacturer, and ama- 
teur astronomer. 

On his hillside estate at Springfield, Vt., 
Mr. Hartness has constructed the strangest 
astronomical observatory in the world—a 
subterranean cave of concrete, containing 
rooms fitted up as laboratory, library, of- 
fice, study and retiring and storage rooms. 
Connecting with his home by a 200-foot 
tunnel, the cave ends with the observation 
chamber, a concrete structure from which 
juts a cast-iron revolving turret that holds 
the telescope. 


This observatory, says Popular Science 
Monthly, is little short of revolutionary 
from the standpoint of the orthodox as- 
tronomer, Im fact, astronomers and mak- 
ers of astronomical instruments, when they 
saw Mr. Hartness’s plans, assured him that 
his observatory would be a failure; that 
air currents rising from his heated turret 
would obscure the skies ffom the eye of 
his telescope. But Mr. Hartheéss, father of 
more than 100 important inventions, built 
the observatory as he planned, and it has 
proved successful. 

“When I first took up astronomy,” says 
Mr. Hartness, “I found there were certain 
inconveniences connected with looking 
through the telescope I had mounted on 
my lawn. In the warm weather there were 
mosquitoes. In the fall and winter the 
cold winds chilled me to the bones. So I 
built my underground laboratory for self 
protection, and I found I was helped rather 
than hampered by my lack of technical 
knowledge of approved methods.”

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THE ENCLISH SUSSEX FOWL. BY HENRY W. KRUCKEBURCGC. 
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EK Leghorn fowl, by reason of their 
productiveness have earned the name 
of “egg machines.” But few who feed 
uml care for them know how these ma- 
chines turn out their manufactured product, 
nor how the processes follow one after an 
other. According to W. J. Brosemer of the 
Sears-Roebuck Agricultural Foundation, it is 
‘one much like Henry Ford makes “tin liz 
zies.” “There are three departments in the 
ece-making plant,” says the expert. “The 
volk is made in Department No.1. From this 
department it moves through a passageway 
into the next department where the yolk is 
coated with white. When the white-coating 
job is completed in Department No. 2 it is 


moved into Department No. 3%, where the 
exe is encased with a layer of the purest 
lorm of carbonate of lime, forming the egg 
shell. Then the egg is passed on to the 
hungry world, fresh, sanitary and sealed. 

“These three departments of the egg- 
making plant might be compared with an 
automobile factory. First, the engine is 
made, like the hen makes its yolk; then 
the chassis, as the chicken encases its yolk 
in white, and finally, the auto body cover- 
ing the whole, just as the hen puts a cov- 
ering of lime over its product in the form 
of a shell. 

“Sometimes the ege plant fails to work. 
This is not due to laziness or labor unrest 
or strikes, but because the egg-making ma- 
terial furnished the hen is not of the proper 
sort. The average American hen lays sev 
enty-two egg@s a year. She should manufac- 
ture twice that number. The reason she 
makes so few is because, as an honest man- 
ulacturer, she refuses to manufacture any- 
thing but a whole and complete egg. Farm- 
ers and other poultry keepers are to blame 
vecause they knowingly do not provide the 
ood material the hen requires to keep ail 
hree egg-making departments working full 
ime. When a hen is fed the right foods in 
he proper amounts, so as to secure the 
ereatest efficiency in her plant, she must 
make eggs. 

“Hens must be given a balanced ration. 
it they are fed a mixture that produces 10% 
yolks for every fifty whites, then the ege- 
making plant can only turn out fifty normal 
exes. The same situation in an automobile 
fuctory would cut down the output, for what 
could be done with 100 engines if the auto 
maker had only enough material to manu- 
facture fifty chasses”’ He is up against it 
the same as the hen'’s egg plant.” 

“After working over gizzards and test 
tubes for years, expert poultrymen = are 
agreed that each particular kind of poultry 
feed contains a definite amount of yolk and 
white making material. A balanced ration 
that contains exactly the right proportions

The Sussex Breed of Fow! 


A correspondent (A Y.S.) writes from 
Pasadena for information on the Sussex 
breed of domesticated fow! and their adapta- 
bility to Southern California conditions, al- 
so their chief values. This breed is not un- 
known in California. Something like a 
dozen years ago, nearly all the varieties 
constituting the breed were handled by a 
single person whose poultry farm was sitt- 
ated near Sawtelle in Los Angeles county. 
The breed belongs to the English class an: 
is valued more for its flesh than as ao ege 
producer, though the hens lay quite well, 
averaging with some of the other table 
breeds. There are three varieties, the 
Light, Red or Brown and the Speckled. Be 
ing rather loose-feathered, the birds look 
larger thdn they really are. This is espec- 
ially true of the last-named variety. As a 
a table fowl they stand high in England and 
Canada, and also well liked by breeders in 
this country. The skin is white, the meat 
abundant and of good flavor and substance, 
with rather small bode and little offal. Asa 
meet breed they can be recommended. 

On more than one occasion reference has 
been made in these columns to the impor- 
tance of growing bette? table fowl. In giv- 
ing this advice we are quite well aware of 
the fact that quality fresh eggs are a good 
crop “to tie to.” When, however, good 
meat qualities and average egg-laying are 
combined in a single breed like Sussex or 
Orpingtons, Rocks and Reds, it seems to 
us a good proposition. Something in the 
way of increased productivity is being ac- 
complished with the Sussex in England and 
the British Dominions, much the same as it 
has been with other dual-purpose breeds. 

In Brown's excellent béok “Races of Do- 
mestic Poultry” it is stated of the Sussex 
that the breast is broad in front, and should 
be carried well forward, the keel, and there- 
fore the body, being deep. The shoulders 
are wide and the back broad and flat, tap- 
ering somewhat toward the posterior. The 
head is medium in size, with short, strong, 
curved beak, and surmounted by a medium- 
single comb, erect in both sexes. The eyes 
are full and bright, and face, comb and 
wattles and earlobes are red. The neck is 
medium in length and gracefully curved, 
with fairly full hackle. The tail is medium 
in size and the wings are carried closely. 
Legs and thighs are stout, but not heavy, 
short and wide apart, with four tces on 
each foot. The legs, tcet. and tue nails are 
white or willow color, and the skin white, 
clear, and fine in texture. 

Like nearly all breeds and varieties of 
poultry, the origin of the Sussex is not 
clearly defined. It is the opinion of some 
authorities that Dorking blood courses in 
Sussex. veins: that like the Dorking, the 
origin is not without a suggestion of an- 
cestral owners with Roman connections. 
For a good many years it has been bred in 
England and greatly improved by the Ex- 
glish fanciers and breeders. For nearly fifty 
years it has been recognized as a distinct 
breed, consisting of the three varieties al- 
ready mentioned. The following is the 
standard for judging Sussex adopted by the 
English Poultry Club: Head and Neck: 
Head, medium | size. Beak. short and 
strong (curved;) eye, full and bright; com), 
single, medium size, evenly serrated and 
erect and fitting close to the head: face. 


red: ear-lobes and watties of medium size; 
neck, y curved, with fairly-full 
hackle. Body: Breast, broad and square, car- 
ried well forward, with long deep breast 
bone: shoulders, wide; back, broad and 
flat: wings carried close to the body; skin, 
clear and fine in texture. Tail: Moderate 
size. Legs and Feet: Thighs, short and 
stout: shanks, short and strong, and rather 
wide apart, free from feathers; toes, four 
in number, straight and well spreal. Gen- 
eral Shape and Carriage: Cobby, compact, 
graceful and erect. Size and weight: Large, 
nine pounds and upward. Plumage close. 
Hea. Neck and Body: Asinthecock. Tail: 
Small, curved backwards, otherwise as in 
the cock. Legs and Feet: As in the cock. 
General Shape and Carriage: Cobby, com- 
pact, graceful and erect. Size and Weight: 
Large, seven pounds and upward. Plumage 
close. In Both Sexes: Beak, white or horn 
color, eye, orange. Comb, face, ear-lobes and 
watties red; shanks and feet, white; skin and 
flesh, white and fine. In the Cock: Head, 
white; neck hackle, white siriped with 
black: wings, white with black in flights; 
tail coverts, \ hite, slightly tipped with 
black: tail, black; remainder of plumage 
pure white throughout. In the Hen: Head, 
white; neck hackle, white striped wita 
black: wings, white with black in flights; 
tail black: remainder of plumage, pure 
white throughout. 


“australiorps” Are True Orpingtons 

There has been some contention among 
breeders and fanciers in England and Aus- 
tralia as to the exact status of the Aus- 
tralian strain of Black Orpingtons. com- 
monly called Australorps to differentiate 
the strain from the standard Black Orping- 
ton. The Australian birds gained wide rec. 
ognition and popularity from the fact that 
they had been “bred up” along lines ol 
productivity until the records showed per. 
formance hens of from 260 to over 300 egex 
each. This established a veritable boom in 
the Australian Black Orpington, there be- 
ing large imports from the Antipodes into 
England, Canada, and not a few birds into 
the United States. From what we can 
learn, the term “Australorps” is _ British 
rather than Australasian, and was first 
used in England. This may have come 
about as a matter.of convenience, designat. 
ing what was meant by the coined word. As 
a result there has gradually developed « 
public opinion that places the Australian 
birds as being distinct from the regular O1- 
pingtons. If we compare type and head 
and leg points it is quite clear that the 
Australorps are Orpingtons pure and sim- 
ple. Climte and environment may have 
modified the breed in one or two minor di- 
rections, but in the main it is pure Orping- 
ton. What the Australian breeders have 
done is to nearly double the productivity of 
the breed under local conditions in that 
far-away country. And from every point of 
view, what has been accomplished is sure- 
ly marvelous. To take one of the heavy 
breeds and by the arts of mating and selec- 
tion “breed up” a race of dual-purpose fowl 
that in productivity match the Leghorn ts 
certainly an achievement. Our Australian 
friends have done the poultry industry 4 
real service in this achievement, 

It is interesting and instructive to learn 
that the Australians, in their desire for in- 
creased productivity have observed the pur- 
ity of the breed. No new or foreign blood 


has heen introduced but what has been 
done improved the laying quality of the 
breed by the arts of selection and “mating 


requirements and yet great producers. 
When we mention high individual perform- 
ance with Black Orpingtons, we mean the 
“picked” specimens sent to egg-laying con- 
tests, much the same as we do in this coun. 
try. Flock averages with Orpingtons in 
Australia will tally with Leghorn averages 
of good-laying strains in California. 


Qualities of Giant “Biacks” 


Throughout the State there are now scat- 
tering flocks of Jersey Black Giants and e' 
most of the leading shows there are from 
one to three and more entries. The poul- 
try literature of the day also contains fre- 
quent references to the breed. While not 
yet intrenched among breeders and fanci- 
ers, like the Plymouth Kocks and Orping- 
tons, this fowl is, nevertheless, gaining 
ground. With this in mind champions of 
the breed will be interested to learn that 
the department of poultry husbandry at the 
New Jersey Agricultural College has had 
the breed under close observation for some 
time. In the spring of 1922 some 200 birds 
were hatched and reared on the college 
farm, and kept thereafter under study with 
the following results, as reported in a late 
bulletin: 


First: The Jersey Black Giants are the 
largest fowl in the Standard of Perfection, 
the weight of the male bird at full maturity 
should be thirteen (13) pounds and the 
weight of the hen at maturity ten (10) 
pounds. These two figures mean that the 
breed will require at least eight or nine 
months to develop. It is not reasonable for 
so large a bird to mature as quickly as a 
Leghorn. For example this character of 
slow maturity is not an argument against 
tne breed, but the fact must be remembered 
by the person who selects the Jersey Black 
Giant as his breed. 

Second: The Giant is essentially a farm- 
ers breed. This means that conditions of 
free range aie necessary for the best de 
velopment of the growing flock of Giants. 


Third: The Giants cared for through a 
program of continuous watching made for 
their breed a rather rapid development, sev- 
eral of them producing their first eggs at 
six months of age. During the present Og: 
son (1923) these Giant pullets are laying 
remarkably well. 


Fourth: Because the Giant is a large 
breed, one obvious necessity is the manage- 
ment of the breed for éarly hatching. Jer. 
sey Black Giants should be hatched dur- 
ing February and March, if the owners de- 
cide to produce capons for the Christmas 
season and the period of highest market 
prices. Early hatching is also necessary if 
one would secure good winter-egg produc- 
tion from the pullet flocks. 


Fifth: Jersey Black Giant chicks respond 
to a general method of care and do not re- 
quire any special attention, hardiness and 
natural strength and vigor being a part 
of their inheritance. 


Sixth: The glossy, black plumage of the 
Jersey Black Giant, with its distinctive 
green sheen, offers a color pattern that is 
most attractive to the poultry producer, the 
poultry exhibitor and the general farmer. 
The under color should be slaty, in marked 
contrast to the surface. Beneath all the 
plumage the poultryman finds «a deep yel- 
low skin covering a carcass for which the 
American people will pay a premium. 

Experience with the breed in California 
has pretty well demonstrated its ada ptabil- 
ity to prevailing climatic conditions how 
well its introducers have fared with it com. 
mercially we do not know. Being essential- 
ly a meat breed it would be interesting .} 
learn whether its culture has made ita 
success a8 a market fow!l. 


Accredited Hatcheries Force Improvement 

In Wisconsin, the accredited hatcheries 
plan has now been in operation for about 
three years, resulting in marked im. 
provement in the average farm flocks. There. 
the inspection of flocks ix under the con 
trol of the State Department of Market« 
Especial attention is being given this year 
to males and every one used in the hatch 
ery flocks must be of high quality and must 
show great vigor and vitality. Kach male is 
banded with « sealed metal band. VPurchas- 
ers of chicks from inspected hatcheries are 
Kenerally well pleased with the stock the 
received last year. Twenty hatcheries 
were accredited in 1922, toriy in 1923. and 
about fifty have put in their application for 
inspection for 1924. Many States ‘inelud- 
ing California) are putting into effect a plan 
similar to that of Wisconsin and purchasers 
of day-old chicks In those States get pro 
tection and haye confidence in the quality 
of the steck which they will reeeive by 
dealing with these officially inspected con 
cerns.

The Lettuce Industry 

HE history of the lettuce-growing and 

shipping industry in California is one of 

the agricultural romances of the West. In 
fifteen years, the acreage planted to the 
crop increased from “space” in a few mar- 
ket gardens to 24,000 acres in 1923, and the 
producing districts from a small sectjon 
around Los Angeles to great areas in near- 
ly all important farming valleys of South- 
ern and Central California. During 1923 
(with December reports yet to be compiled) 
California distributors sent out over half 
the carlot shipments of lettuce rolled in the 
United States, or almost 12,000 cars. 

The gpowth of this gigantic producing in- 
dustry to its présent proportions can be di- 
rectly attributed to the introduction of the 
Los Angeles Market lettuce in several local 
market gardens twenty years ago and its 
subsequent improvement in type. We often 
find that the history of a favored farming 
section hinges around the introduction and 
culture of a certain crop, but seldom has 
One strain of vegetable played such an im- 
portant part in the development of an - 
dustry. 

This sort was first popular on the local 
markets, but in 1906 the seedsman respon- 
sible for its introduction tested its shipping 
qualities by sending a crate to Philadelphia 
without ice. The success of this shipment 
fostered the carlot-shipping industry, for in 
the next few years, distributing agencies 
demanded an increasing quantity of the Los 
: Angeles Market lettuce for their eastern 

customers, who were Very much “taken” 
with the large, tender and solid heads ma- 
tured with this variety. A few years later, 
unable to secure the product all manths of 
the year in the vicinity of Los An dis- 
tributing agencies were instrumental in the 
development of new growing districts in Cal- \ 
ifornia and other western States. At the 
present time, the various districts furnish 
head lettuce every day in the year. 

California growing districts, by reason of 
their early development, experienced grow- 
ers and the prestige of their product on 
eastern markets, still dominate the trade 
during most of the year, but new producing 
sections elsewhere are becoming formidable 
competitors. Each year they ship lettuce a 
little longer and encroach a littie more on 
California shipping seasons. 

The quality of Cajifornia-grown lettuce 
is second to that of none grown, but grow- 
ers, generally of the Golden State, should 
realize that the present law applying to 
standardization must be carried out to the 
letter, as is being done in the Imperial Vai- 
ley. Slack packs shipped from one district 
of the State cannot but have a detrimenta! 
effect upon the sale of produce from sec- 
tions which are trying to observe the law 
in this respect, and the practice of sidestep- 
ping the rules is obviously unfair. Main- 
taining the reputation of the local product 
by shipping only the best from the fields, 
carefully greded and conscientiously 
marked, will facilitate its sale in competi- 
tion with lettuce from other growing sec- 
tions closer to the larger centers of distri- 
bution, and will stabilize the industry by 
eliminating danger from glutting of these 
markets with poor quality stuff. Here's a 
chance for the California agriculturalists’ 
widely-famous co-operative spirit to show 

itself anew.

Perhaps the most important development 
during the present lettuce season has been 
in the way of standardizing the pack, under 
the leadership of imperial County Hortt- 
cultural Commissioner B. A. Harrigan and 
District Attorney B R. Utley. Last year, 
Imperial Valley lettuce growers and ship 
pers succeeded in securing the passage by 
the State Legislature of a new standardl- 
zation law designed to improve the pack- 
ing and grading of lettuce and to define a 
standard container and pack. Early this 
shipping season, District Attorney Utley 
| published an interpretation of this law and 
after a series of meetings in all parts of 
the valley, Commissioner Harrigah secured 
the co-operation of shippers on packing let- 
tuce according to its provisions. There was 
some controversy as to whet would be 
termed a standard pack, t growers” and 
enforcing offigers finally reached an agree- 
ment. 

According to the new law as it is ob 
served in the valley, all even dozens are 
considered standard packs. In addition, 
heads must be uniform in size, apparently 
free from all defects, and run to approxti- 
mately the same number in each layer of 
the container. A crate of lettuce packed in 
what is termed a “broken pack” or in half 
dozens, is considered anid must be marked 
“Irreguiar Pack.” The dimensions of the 
standard lettuce crate are as _ follows: 
Depth inside, 13 inches; width inside, 18 
inches; length inside, not less than 21% 
inches, and length outside, not more than 
24% inches. 

There are other important requirements, 
such as those having to do with the mark 
ing of containers. For instance, during any 
month of the year except January, Febru- 
ary and March, the container can be 
marked within three heads of the true 
count, but this tolerance of three heads to 
the crate does not allow more one 
head to each layer. During January, Feb- 
ruary and March, the months of heaviest 
shipment from the valley, a standard pack 

lettuce must be marked with the exact 
number of heads it contains. 

The interpretation of the law py ~ 
by District Attorney Utley defines a 
ceptive pack as “any package of RRs 
which has in the outer layer or exposed top 
surface content which is so superior in 
quality or condition to that in the interior 
of the package, as to materially misrepre- 
sent the entire contents.” The law also 
limits the amount of ice to thirty pounds a 
crate. 

All of these requirements are being 


rounds of the packing sheds. They drop in 
“unannounced” and select a packed crate 
at random for inspection to judge the qual- 
ity of pack being turned out by the house.

/ports that shippers for the most part are 
paying 6 attention to proper grading 
and packi 

Prominent Imperial business men, grow- 
ers of lettuce and distributors all believe 
that the new standardization law is very 
essential to the prosperity of the valley 
lettuce industry and that it will eventually 
bring the producer better returns to ship 
only good quality stuff and prevent glut- 
ting of the market with shipments of in- 
ferior lettuce. 

There has been a great increase in de 
mand for shipping-point inspection this 
pseason. Federal-State inspectors are sta 
tioned in all shipping centers and on call 
will inspect a car of lettuce, later issuing 
a certificate telling of the conditions of its 
contents in detail. This certificate has been 
found valuable to both the buyer and sell- 
er, for it assures the former of the exact 
contents of the car and the latter against 
fraudulent claims. A fee charged for each 
car assists in supporting this service. 

The F.0.B. auction com are operat- 
ing to some extent in the valley this season. 
This new system of marketing agriculturai 
products seems to be a very efficient one. 
Some of the largest shippers of lettuce 
from the valley are strongly behind this 
method of disposal and expect to see it be 
come more popular, 

The Interstate Commerce Commission, 
which held a hearing on the lettuce refrig- 
eration rates in Los Angeles last Novem- 
ber, granted the Valley growers and ship 
pers the right to ship lettuce out under 
“dry car” loading until February 10, and 
they are taking ativantage of this saving in 
rates. 

Although the prospects for a profitable 
deal are not as bright as they might be at 
this- time, the largest portion of the crop is 
yet to be harvest The late Arizona crop 
slowed up the early part of. the Imperial 
deal, and the reported large Southern FPiort- 
da crop is held as a hazard against the 
profitable dispos!l of the late valley lettuce.

CELERY IS PROFITABLE 


GUADALUPE—Sliliver Leaf_ and Golden 
Heart celery have been found to be com- 
mercially profitable as a crop in the Guada- 
lupe section of Santa Maria Valley. Last 
year twenty acres of the Tanaba ranch, 
near Guadalupe was set out and fifteen car- 
loads have been shipped to eastern market 
centers, bringing the highest prices, the 
growers report. The success of the experi- 
ment has resulted in plans being worked 
out for the planting of 100 acres to celery 
this spring. The deep rich soil of the val-

PHOENIX -(Arit.)\—Largely through the 
sale of White Leghorn chicks, Arthur A. 
Wolf, a local poultryman of long experience 
says that he has been clearing $5000 a year 
for five years past on a five-acre tract here. 
During the 1923 season he marketed 65,000- 
chicks, from one day to three weeks old. 
He says that production costs in the Salt 
River Valley are 25 per cent less than in 
the Great Lakes region, where. he raised 
poultry before coming to Arizona. He has 
been very successful in guarding his flocks 
against disease, by maintaining cleanliness 
and by vaccination against roup, cholera, 
diphtheria and other diseases. He values 
his miniature farm at $22,000 and charg+s 
it off on his books at 10 per cent a year. 


CITRUS ACREAGE REPORT 


SAN BERNARDINO.—The 1923 report of 
J. P. Coy, county horticultural commissioner 
revealed the fact that there are 2,500,000 
citrus trees in San Bernardino county. 
. These trees are planted in 40,919 acres of 
groves and are in addition to the miscel 

eous trees surrounding residences in a 
score of cities and towns. The commis 
sioner’s report shows that this total 
cludes 5600 acres of lemons, 1575 acres 
grapefruit, 29,247 acres of navels, 8577 acres

garded as serious. If the remainder of the 
season is favorable, grain crops still have a 
fair prospect. eat and barley sown on 
the lowlands in thé Sacramento Valley are 
in good condition, while that on the upland 
has been in need of moisture for some time. 
Very little growth has been made, but the 
farmers in those sections state that a good 
root system has been developed which, if 
future conditions are favorable, will do 
much to produce a good crop. Southern 
California reports that if spring conditions 
are normal a fair to good crop of grain 
should be harvested, depending upon the 
locality. There is now sufficient moisture 
in the ground throughout the State to per- 
mit farmers to plow and seed for a crop of 
barley. 

“The rain, besides being of value to live- 
stock men and grain growers, will greatly 
benefit orchards and vineyards.

INTERESTING DATA 
ON GRAPE MARKETING 


ESCONDIDO.—The local grape growers 
association recently gave out some inater- 
esting data relative to marketing last year’s 
crop. Among other facts, it was stated thai 
the Escondido Valley has 4500 acres in 
grapes. Bight varieties are grown success- 
fully but the muscat is the favorite. 


The marketing figures show that the av- 
erage selling price to wholesalers was 79% 
cents per lug box of approximately twenty- 
five pounds. Out of the sum received, the 
grower was finally paid 25 cents, or one 
cent a pound, to pay for growing, picking 
and delivery to the railway station. The 
remaining 54% cents was distributed as fol- 
lows: 24 6-10 cents for freight, 16 3-10 cents 
for boxes and lids, 5 4-10 cents selling cost, 
and 8 2-10 cents for packing and inspection. 


Muscats were traced to eastern retailers 
to ascertain prices actually charged to the 
consumer there. On October 8, when tons 
were yet in the field, the grapes from the 
local vineyards for which the local growers 
received One cent a pound are said to 
have retailed in Boston for 50 cents a 
pound. Only in three cases were any Es- 
condido grapes sold in eastern markets for 
less than 20 cents a pound. In Indiana, in- 
vestigators reported that Muscats ranged 
between 25 and 30 cents. Local growers 
are wondering just how the 49 cents was 
finally distributed.

On many farms very litfjle attention is 
paid to selection for improving ess pro- 
duction. When a hen is needed for home 
use, a common practice is to go out and 
catch up the fattest, healthiest hen in the 
'fiock and kill it. After this method has 
been practiced through a winter season it 
stands to reason that the poorer and less 
vigorous birds are left to breed from the 
following spring. This method cannot help 
but pull down the possibilities of egg pro- 
duction rather than tacrease it. 


In handling cattle, hogs, or any other 
kind of farm animals, it is quite generally 
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pounds of milk with the average test of 5.04 
per cent, making 34.78 pounds of butter.

and the offspring obtained only from these. 
Inasmuch as the anatomy of the fowl 
is practically the same as that of 
other animals and that the same laws 
of breeding apply to all animals, in- 
cluding the fowl, it is very evident that 
the practice mentioned above can only de- 
crease future production in the flock. 


The surest way to select the best layers 
is through the trapnest. Where this can- 
not be practiced, the same methods that are 
used for culling can be used for selecting 
breeders. This method should be applied 
in the early fall and the birds indicating 
the best production at that time should be 
marked with celluloid band, or by any 
other method desired, and rested up during 
the winter. They should be penned separ- 
ately in the spring and all eggs for hatch- 
ing should come only from the selected pen 
unless purchased away from the farm. 

If time does not permit selecting in this 
manner, the latest molters can be marked 
and used for breeders. This method of se- 
lection would be vastly better than breed- 
ing haphazardly from the whole flock. 

It should also be kept in mind that the 
male bird is half of the flock and that it 
has just as much influence over egg pro 
duction as all of the females combined. In 
procuring males, care should be taken t» 
get them from a production flock. A male 
from a low-producing female can pull down 
production just as rapidly as a male from 
a high-producing flock can increase egg 
production. Hens should be used in the 
breeding pen rather than pullets, for their 
eges are larger and the germ in them is 
stronger.

There are a number of diseased condi- 
tions in animals which are transmissible 
to man. Meat when contaminated with 
dangerous germs affords a spleadid medium 
for the transmission of disease to human 
beings. These facts seriously considered 
by the citizens of various municipalities in 
California and resulted in the passage of 
ordinances requiring that all meat offered 
for sale therein must first undergo proper 
inspection. The ordinances were drawn 
in accordance with the terms of the Califor 
nia meat-inspection law, and, with the co 
operation of local authorities, it is possible 
for the State Department of Agriculture to 
insure a wholesome supply of meat to con- 
sumers living in those communities. This 
form of inspection serves a four-fold bene- 
fit.

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LARGE ACREAGE OF CUCUMBERS 
NEEDED FOR PICKLE MAKING 


TAT Southern California is likely to 

I lose its cucumber pickle-making indus 
try unless the mapufacturers can es- 
tablish contacts with farmers willing to 
contract for the production of -pickling cwu- 
cumbers is generally agreed to among those 
familiar with present conditions in the field. 
For some years past, an excellent grade of 
pickling cucumber has been produced by 
growers in certain sections and at very 
profitable returns to the growers. Both 
the quality of the Southern California prod- 
uct and the rapidly-crowing importance of 
Los Angeles as an industrial section have 
during recent years attracted to this part 
of the State a number of large cucumber- 
pickling concerns. The immediate cause of 
the present situation lies In the fact that 
the raising of cucumbers for pickling pur- 
poses has been confined very largely to tWo 
or three communities which during the past 
year have been subdivided, cutting off al- 
most overnight the supply on’ which the 
manufacturers have depended. ; 


The present situation, therefore, consists 
of at least two important and rather dis 
tinct problems: first, the securing of a satis- 
factory acreage to meet the 1924 require- 
ments of the several pickling concerns, 
and, second, immediate steps looking to 
| ward locating new sections adapted to the 

raising of pickling cucumbers, so as to be 
prepared in the future for unexpected con- 
tingencies such as have occurred during 
recent months. The pickle manufacturers 
state that unless the plans for the solution 
of these problems are developed within the 
near future, they will find it necessary to 
seek Other locations either in Northern 
California or in Oregon, in which event 
Southern California will have lost a lucra- 
tive and important agricultural industry. 


Representatives of several of the largest 
pickle manufacturers have called on Los 
Angeles County Agricultural Extension 
Service during recent months for assistance 
in solving these problems. The immediate 

blem of meeting the 1924 requirements, 

is hoped, may be solved through calling 
the attention of growers to the possibilities 
im the way of returns from the raising of 
pickling cucumbers. Growers interested in 
the raising of this crop, either on a small 
or large scale, are requested to get in touch 
with the office of the Farm Adviser, Broad- 
way Annex, Hall of Records, Los Angeles, 
which will act as a clearinghouse in putting 
growers in touch with manufacturers.

The principal pests and diseases are the 
common garden nematode and cucumber 
blight. Cucumbers and melons are par- 
ticularly susceptible to the nematode, and 
nematode-infested land should be avoided.

plied with a brush. A thick coat is desir- 
able, so use a of@ and one-half inch stiff. 
bristled paint brush. 

’Prepared paperhanger’s paste with a high 
glue ntent can be procured from paint 
dealens;. lime putty can be made by slack- 
ing qthick lime, keeping same cool while 
slacking. Let it stand about forty-eight 
hours until the lime and water has sep 
arated and the putty can be lifted from the 
bottom of the container. This putty will 
keep fresh in the container as long as the 
water seal is maintained.”

always perished on the plains, soon after 
birth, through cold of rain, or from the 
marauding coyote.

Primarily, most of Arizona’s sheep are 
“run” in Northern Arizona, usually on the 
forest reserves. A few bands are wintered 
there, an experience that seems rough 
mainly on the herders and one which throws 
lambing down into the summer time, with 
the lambs “turned off” in the fall. For years 
the sheepmen, permitted passage through 
the cattle ranges, have shown  aappre- 
ciation for the spring verdue of the 
Centre! Arizona plains and annually. of 
falitimes, have been driving abowt half a 
million head southward. Last sedsbi. to’ a 
slack wol market was added the feature of 
little rain, with little fee@ ®n tie 
This season the verdure has come in very 
satisfactory quantity, but there has been 
the disadvantage of a month of exceptional- 
ly cold weather.

The ewes 
accept their foster children by samell and 
within a few days the “dvercoates” may be 
discarded. 

No sheep are now run in Arizona merely 
for wool returns, according to Mr. Hud- 
speth. Ewe lambs are saved, as a rule, 
as are specialfy bred males, usually of 
pure Rambouillet stock. These young males 
find ready sale, especially in northwestern 
States, with some being sold to other Ari- 
zona growers. This single company hag 
6000 head of Rambouillet ewes, and _ its 
buck band has scores of members of high 
breeding, weighing up to 300 pounds. The 
old bucks have been sheared already, re 
turning from eighteen to twenty-two pounds 
of fleece apiece, compared with nine pounds 
from the ewes. About 1500 young bucks 
from last season, now ten months old, also 
have been shorn and will be sent north in 
May to develop, before sale. They are 
very “sad” looking, in mass, with their 
fleeces gone. 

General shearing has been started at 
many points near Phoenix, this usually be- 
ing done under contract, at from 19 to 22 
cents a head. Already here are the pilgrim 
English shearers, who follow spring across 
the northern and southern hemispheres, 
from Australia or Chili to Arizona and then 
on to Canada. But much of the machine 
work now is being done by Mexican shear- 
ers, who have abandoned the hand clippers. 
The Arizona wool usually is very fine grade 


- 


in length. 

The Rambouillet type is found decidedly 
well suited to Arizona conditions, good for 
both mutton and wool and healthier on the 
whole than were the scrubs of former times. 
For lambs and muttons, there is often cross- 
breeding with the Hampshires or Cotswolds. 


Under the latest system, about the only 
element of chance or luck that is left is 
‘the state of the lamb or wool market. Un- 
der it, the sheep man has a larger factor 
of safety than has his neighbor who raises 
beef. There is a prospect that the system 
will be expanded here till the S jt River 
Valley has become one of the ger iateet of 
the Nation’s markets for wool, mutton and 
lamb.

Test 
your eggs carefully, and take out all with 
thin and spotted shells or with cracked 
shells. Make sure that all eggs set are also 
of standard size. The greatest loss in incu- | 
bation occurs in the embryo that die in 
the shell. This may be due to faulty meth- 
ods of incubation or to eggs of poor hate 
ing quality. Immature pullets, breeding 
stock that has been sickly and birds that 
have been forced heavily for winter produc- 
tion are apt to produce eggs that will not 
hatch well. All breeders used should be 
thoroughly healthy; they should have abun- 
dance of constitutional vigor: and they 
should receiva good breeding rations. Do 
not use too much protein, probably not over 
15 per cent, in the mash rations and plenty 
of green food should be provided. Further- 
more, give the breeders as much exercise 
as possible. In fact, do everything possi- 
ble to Insure the production of eggs of good 
hatching quality and many apparent trou- 
bles in incubation will be soled.”

DESCRIBES GRADING SYSTEM 


The story of cotton grading and classify. 
ing is told in a circular recently issued by 
the United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. The adoption of official cotton 
standards of the United States, some time 
ago, as universal standards for the grading 
of American cotton everywhere, makes the 
circular particularly timely and interesting. 
The universa] adoption of the standards is 
the final step in a long series of efforts to 
secure a sound basis of dealings in Amert- 
can cotton, the department experts say. 
The circular contains the history of the 
grading and classification of cotton. It pre 
sents a description of the various methods 
used in the past to grade cotton, and a full 
discussion of the theory, elements and pur- 
poses of the classification of cotton, from 
the viewpoint of the Department of Agri- 
culture, on which tlie official cotton stand- 
ards of the United States have been de 
‘veloped.

Heavy winter irrigation. has been 
tised generally throughout the country, ac- 
cording to C. C. Staunton, Ventura county 
farm adviser, who says that fruit buds on 
the whole are in very good condition. 
The lack of rainfall, the farm adviser _ re- 
ports, was felt in apricot orchards where 
no water is available for irrigation, one 
orchard on light soil showing quite a few 
shriveled twigs of last season's growth. Mr. 
Staunton found one Bartlett pear grove 
that showed an approximate 75 per cent 
loss of buds through making a false start 
and then being dried out. He says, how- 
ever, that these losses were not common. 
Concerning crop conditions in general, Mr. 
Staunton says: 

“The recent rain delayed the gation 
of*bean lands as planned by some’ of the 
growers. All feel greatly encouraged by 
the prospect of more rain to come. Acre- 
age is being reduced through the planting 


of orchards. Persimmons, a 


tor of agricultural extension, University of 
California. Surgery, he says, was used in 
rather specific cases, such as cutting out of 
pear blight, crown gall, and the cleaning 
out of decayed areas due to wound fungi af- 
fecting the trunks and larger‘limbs. For 
pear blight, experts consider it the best 
means of control now known. 

“A great deal of work has been done in tho 
control of crown gall by cutting out the 
diseased galls,” says the extension director. 
“Where the disease has not progressed too 
far, and where this work is done carefully, 
disinfecting the wounds and painting them 
over with a good tree paint is proving a 
very promising control measure for this dis- 
ease. 


“In Sonoma and Shasta counties some 
very good rejuvenation work has been done 
in handling wounds by digging out the dead 
area and treating them with tree paints and 
coticrete filling. Many of these trees are 
im poor condition from lack of care or from 
improper care, and have become badly sun- 
burned. There is often much dead and 
moss-covered wood in them. To improve 
this condition a good pruning is given, fol- 
lowed by a good clean-up spray. The work 
so far is exceedingly encouraging and will 
be followed up in order to improve methods 
and to cut down costs of operation.”

BAKERSFIELD.—More than 1000 acres 
in McFarland district alone will be devoted 
to cotton during the coming season, accord.

Butter 
ircreased in almost the same proportion 
everywhere, from an average of 40 (for 92 
score butter) to an average of 46.7. In Cab

The main scaffold branches are sup 
ported by galvanized iron wire from a 
japanned harness ring or washer in the 
center of the tree.

The 
use of this method cf bracing is intended 
to do away with the necessity of trouble 
some propping in case heavy crops are set. 
The wires are fastened to the branches 
either by means of screw es or strong 
staples and with deciduous trees, No. 
14 wire is recommended. 

One of the demonstrations was held for 
the benefit of walnut growers in the West 
Covina section and several large trees were 
braced by the new method. In the case of 
walnuts the demonstrators recommended 
the heavier materials, No. 10 or 12 wire, 
with No. 0 screw eyes. 


NEW CREAMERY FOR 
SANTA MARIA VALLEY 


GUADALUPE.—Therd is an increasing 
interest in dairying throughout this section 
and the creamery in course of construction 
here has given encouragement to dairy- 
men.

FEDERAL EXPERTS 
MAKE MILK TESTS 


Recent experiments have been conducted 
by the United States Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry relative to the undesirable odor and 


flavor produced in milk from cows fed al-/ er 


falfa and green corn. The California De 
partment of Agriculture considers the re- 
sults obtained as being@§of considerable im- 
portance to dairymen and recently issued 
the following conclusions as reached by 
the Federal -experts: 

(1.) Feeding green alfalfa to dairy cows 
at the rate of thirty pounds to each cow 
one hour before milking produced very 
pronounced off flavors and odors in the 
milk. * 

(2.) When the quantity fed was de- 
creased to fifteen pounds, the off flavors 
and odors were still present to an objec- 
tionable degree. 

(3.) Increasing the time of feeding the 
green alfalfa to three hours befcre milk- 
ing decreased the intensity of the off 


meer and odors, but did not eliminate 
m. 

(4.) Increasing the time of feeding green 
alfalfa to five hours before milking practi- 
cally eliminated the off flavors and odors 
from the milk. 

(5.) Feeding green alfalfa at the rate of 
fifteen pounds to each cow immediately 
after milking had practically no bad effect 
on the flavor and odor of the milk. 

(6.) When thirty pounds of green alfalfa 
were fed immediately after milking, the 
milk had_ less objectionable flavor and odor 
than milk from cows not fed green alfalfa. 

(7.) tte advisable, when using green 
alfalfa asa soiling crop for dairy cows, 7% 
feed it after milking. When using it for 
pasture it is advisable to remove the cows 
from the pasture at least four or five hours 
before milking. 

(8.) Proper aeration reduces strong off 
flavors and odors in milk, caused by feed- 
ing green alfalfa, and slightly off flavors 
and odors may be éliminated. 

(9.) Feeding twenty-five peunds of green 
corn one hour before milking may produce 
slightly off favors or odors in milk. TiS 
are only slight, however, and would 
dom be perceived by the average consum- 


(10.) Feeding twenty-five pounds of green 
corn immediately after milking affects 
neither the flavor nor the odor of the milk. 
(11.) At least twenty-five pounds of 
green corn, therefore, may be fed to dairy 
cows at any time without producing any 
objectionable flavors or odors én the milk. 


TO DISCUSS SANITATION 


YUCAIPA.—The apple growers of the 
Yucaipa Valley are interested in the ‘forma- 
tion of a sanitary district to take care of 
the many fruit workers who come here for 
a few weeks in the fall season to help han- 
dle the apple crop.

{interest in overhead irrigation fer many pur- 
poses i« growing in Seuthern California and the 
following report of results from large scale ap- 
Piication of the methed in the Hewatlian Istends 
bave a epecial interest for irrigaters and 
students of agriculture generaliy.—Editor. | 

N OVERHEAD irrigation system which, 

when fully developed, will cover more 

than two thousand acres of land is be- 
ing. installed on the sugar cane plantation 
of the Hawi Mill and Plantation Company, 
Lid., island of Hawali, of the Hawatian 
group. The primary object in adopting the 
overhead method of irrigation was to over- 
come the existing water shortage. Under 
the old ditch system, it was estimated 
1,300,000 gallons of water a day was re- 
quired to take care of a 100-acre cane field. 
Under the overhead system, it is said, only 
750,000 gallons a day are needed for the 
same acreage. This saving of water, says 
John Hind, one of the owners and a former 
manager of the plantation, is a vital con- 


sideration, as many of the fields have had - 


to be neglected because of lack of water 
for irrigating. It is hoped, he declares, 
that this condition can be entirely over- 
come over a large area by overhead irri- 
gation. 


~ The overhead system has actually been 
installed on 100 acres: an 88-acre field is 
now being laid out. An additional 25 
acres will be brought under the system in 
1924, and if the new system continues to 
come up to the expectations caused by the 
experiments thus far conducted, it will be 
gradually extended to embrace all of the 
irrigated portions of the plantation, it is 
stated 


“The costs at first ran high, due to much 
experimenting.” Mr. Hind recently point- 
ed out. “The system, when built on a larg? 
scale so that pipe and fittings may be pur- 
chased in large orders, can be installed for 
a cost of between $150 and $175 an acre. 
There are many factors that enter into this: 
the nature of the terrain has a lot to do 
with it, and no set rule can be made for 
each field. It is an engineering rather than 
an agricultural problem. After the system 
is installed, the field is handled in cultiva- 
tion as unirrigated land would be, with the 
exception that moisture can be absolutely 
controlled during the dry season." 

The 100-acre field which is now equipped 
with the overhead system is of even con- 
tour, at an elevation of 340 feet. To give 
enough head, 920 feet of 6-inch main was 
laid back to the 400-foot level. About thir- 
ty-pounds pressure is required at the trunk 
line. In the new field of eighty-cight acres, 
it was figured that a saving coukd be made 
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Close-up of sprinklers. 
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by not running so far back to give the 
initial head, and by placing an electric 
pump at the head of the main line to give 
a pressure of forty pounds. The saving in 
pipe about paid for the pump, it ix sald. 

“An ideal fleld.” says Mr. Hind. “would 
be a rectangle with the trunk line guing 
down the center, and laterals branching out 
from both sides of it, fifty-six feet apart. 
The standpipes would be sixty feet apart. 
and the pipes to supply the system would 
have to be figured from tables of pressure, 
which are easily obtainable.” 

The main trunk lines of this plantation 
overhead system are of redwood or spruce 
and covered with tarred cloth. The laterals 
ere of wellealvanized iron. An ingenious 
device has been worked owt to keep the 
pipes from clogging with dirt and refune. 
A box flume carries the water from the main 
ditch. A box one foot deep setties all the 
silt. This box is lower than the flume and 
has a small six-inch gate to sluice the mud 
out. Then comes in the flume, a water- 
wheel working a set of scrapers which re 
move all the moss and weeds that might 
settie on the screen. The screen is of very 
fine mesh. All water passing through it, 
then into the main line. is free from foreign 
matter. The amount of water going into 
the laterals is regulated by one-way cocks. 
The size of lateral pipe varies from twe 
inches down to three-quarters inch at the 
last standpipe. By roadways where the 
prevailing wind catches the spray. . 
standpipes are only five feet high. y 
are ten feet high in the rest of the Geld. 
For lower growing crops. the height of the 
standpipes would have to be shortened, it is 
explained. 

A apecial type of sprinkler, made in the 
shops of the plantation company. ix used. 
There are thirteen sprinklers to an acre. 
There has been no trouble with clogging of 
the sprinklers, Mr. Hind says. 

“One man runs a battery of 160 «prin- 
kiers all day.” he explains. “The night man 
changes to a new set. The saving in labor 
as compared with the old system ix quite a 
substantial item We do not have § the 
bother from weeds in dirty ditches, and we 
have the use of land formerly taken up by 
ditches and water courses. Irrigation may 
be carried on both day and aight. and fer- 
tilizer action is not delayed by lack of prop 
er and uniform moisture.”
